onely done an Honour to your Countrey, bur alſo raiſed a glorious 
Monument of your own Worth, upon which although 1 am not 
able to build Turrets of Silver, to make it more famous and perſpi- 
cuous, yet will I ſtrew about it a few Flowers pickt outot your 
own Garden : This Royall Yale, which like him (qus ſwam Totam 
profert {peaks my good will to draw on the Reader to a due Com- 
mendation of your imparted /mprovements ; The firſt Flower thar 
offers it ſelf to my hand, is a Yzolet, (a lively Emblem of your ſelf) 
which though it be odoriferous and as well uſcfull as pleaſant,yer 
being ſmall, is nſually covered with a great leaf; and fo obſcured, 
that Paſlers by cannot cafily diſcern it, till the Senſe of Smel- 
ling Summon them to contemplate the Virtue of it: There 
needs no Clavis to illuſtrate the parallellz your Worth hath 
been vail'd till Time the next Flower-in this Garden makes 
a moſt pleaſant diſcovery of ir. I have a Roſe that is grown up 
above the pricks, ſhewing how your ſelf hath been fenced and

In the North Ile behindſthe Quire lye buried many of the pet- 
ty Cannons, and others that have been members of the- Minſter, 
with others ; but few of their Infcriptionsnow-to be ſen.

= fair, ſpacious,and ſtately Edifice, diſtinguiſhed into a broad 
middle Ile,and two leſſer Iles on either fide : Though many Buri- 
als have been in ir,yet the memories of thergfor themoſt partyall 
obſcured, Amongſt which it were to be wiſhed, that the furvi- 
ving Friends of a famousAbbor of that Abby,S:mo»Rypley,who di- 
edabourt ar.

whether they, were at:the firſt inrended to-be;ſtalls for -- of men,or

ſuppoſe. Ir is moſt certainzit is as old a fathion for building with 
ſtone, as Ithink can beſhewed in any place that hath ſtood in its 
own Native Form, without alteration or reparation : And,if I be 
truly informed , ſome of the moſt approved Artiquaries of this 
Realm,who have come to this City, that have ſurveyed the anci- 
ent Monuments here,have confeſſed, that they neither had read of 
the firſt Original,of this manner of Building ; neither had ſeen any 
pieces that had ſhewed more neodabiliey of ancient continuance, 
It is alſo ſuppoſed,and indecd moſt likely, that many of thoſe fa- 
mous and renowned Earls of Cheſter , have been buried in this 
placezthough there appear no proof thereof by Monuments; where- 
of,it may be,there were but few erc&ed, or elſe nor well preſer- 
ved :onely, thereare ſome Grave-ſtones tn the floor thereof, and 
one of them of a very ancient manner of making ; with an Inſcri-

In which Chappel the bodies of ſome of them, and by all 
likelihood the Founders of the Chappel lye in a fair Vault in the 
middeſt of the Chappell, and for two of them two very fair Tombs 
of Alabaſter, the one over the ſaid Vault, rhe other by the wall on 
the South fide, at the upperend of the Chappell, with the Statues 
of them both, and their Wives, upon the {aid ſeverall Tombs ar- 
rificially pourtrayed, whereof one of them is for Sr. Henry Trout- 
beck himielf in his compleat armour, and his Lady lying on his 
left hand, his head upon the bulk of a Moors head; and body near- 
ly wrought with a Wreath of Trouts round about it ; and the 
other is - Sir Adam Troutbeck andhis Lady, which ſheweth thar 
ſhe was a Counteſle, her Statue 1ying upon his right hand, and 
her Coller of $S. finely adorning her bare neck, his head ſuppor: 
ted like the others, and many Eſcuchions of their Arms, were 
fairly engraven about both of their ſaid Tombs , which might 
ſhew all their marriages and deſcents, but that the ſame by length 
of time are grown {o dimme, as they cannot be well diſcerned, 
Near unto the ſame Tomb that ſtands over the Vault, lyeth the 
body of a late Gentlewoman of that progcnie, with this remem- 
brance in a braſle plate upon her ſtone :

At the upper end of this Chappell lycth the body of a late fa- 
mous Citizen Robert Brerewood Alderman, and thrice Maior of this 
City, of whom 1 find no other Monumezt there, ſave onely his 
coat, Creſt and ſtreamer advanced over him; the words whereof 
are, Labore, prudentia,equitateywhich were well fitted to him , in 
whom thoſe vertues were all eminent. And Ifſuppoſe that I can 
here lay a foundation for as laſting a Monument of him as can bc 
made of metrall or ſtone ro make it'more known, that he was 
the happy Father of a well known ſon, that learned Edward Brere-

fter, the Nurſe of ſuch a Father which begot ſuch a Son. 

In another Chappell on the North fide of the Chancell, there is 
the remembrance of another of like Fame and Worth, and a late 
Alderman, of great and good account, of this City.and of the ſame

But what needs a Monument, when as this Inſcription above 
recited, was but an addition toas fair and beautiful a Tomb (cre&- 
ed in that very place for his eldeſt Son Tho, Gamwl, Efquire, late 
Recorder of this City, and a learned Lawyer, deceaſcd before his 
ſaid Father) as can be deſired > or if that fon hadnor yet been 
intombed, which were to be wiſhed, when as his vertues and re- 
purations live ſtill in a ſecond ſon of his yer living, who both in 
his own time, and fince, hath born the chict Magitſtracie in this 
City with ſuch general applauſc, as is not expedient for me ro 
publiſh, And ],well knowing his modeſt diſpoſition, dare not 
give _ to my pen to do him all his rights; bur thus I return 
to his Brothers Tomb again. 

Very curiouſly all of Alabaſter is this Tomb wrought,with the 
Statues of him and his loving Wite upon hisright hand, his now 
onely ſon kneeling at his feet upon his knee, his Prayer-book Iy- 
ing open upon hisother knee ; his thrce other children. in their 
order pourtrayed in that arched fide of the Tomb, holding Skele- 
tons in their hands, being all deceaſed in their Infancy, and the 
Tomb compaſlcd with a ſtrong piked grate of Iron, and at the 
lower end of the Tomb, this Inſcribed ;

There are alſo in the Body of the Church ſome memoriall of 
two other late well-deſerving Aldermen ; the one, Richard Rathbone, 
who alſo had becn Mator : the other, Eadmard Kitchiz Merchant, 
and ſome good remembrances of the Sares, men it thould ſeem of 
good account, and benefactors of the Church , as appears inthe 
glazing thereof, 


It remaineth,that we ſpeak ſomewhat of the River Dee, to which 
watcr no man cap now expreſs how much this ancient City hath 
been beholden 3 nay, (I ſuppoſe) it I ſhould call ir the Mother, the 
Nurlſe,the maintainer, the advancer , and preſcrver thereof, I 
ſhould not greatly crre ; For the ſame River , after that it ap- 
proacheth the County of Cheſter,and receives ſome waters on cither 
fide,which makes it take the more ſtate upon ir, and to rouz up 
itſelf to prepare for her meeting with the Sea ; in which reſpect, 
our V Vriters ſay of it, that it rather rutheth, then runneth out of 
wales into Cheſter , and then addrefleth ir ſelf ro the faid meeting: 
Even there, where the Sea hath determined that Creek, which 
(hgots in between Fl:atſbire,and the V Veſt fide of werral Hundred, 
was founded this beautiful Ciry,and made the Receptacle of mer- 
chandize from all Kingdoms .and Nations, who traded into the 
Britta:n,or Iriſh Occan,and became the very Key or In-let, where- 
by not onely-the Romans, in their time, . made their paſſage to and 
from 7reland,and the othee V Veſtern and Northern Ilands; but all 
other Kings and Princes, ever ſince, upon all needful occaſions. 
And becauſe that I find, that from the name of this River Dee, rhe 
watcr of this {aid Creek,from the firſt narrowing thereof, between 
the Dominions, of Exgland and wales,hath carryed the fame name 
and appellation of the water of Dee; andzthar thence it is,that the 
changing and ſhifting of.the water, gaveſome occaſion to the Brit- 
tamns,in that Infancy of Chriſtian Religion, to attribute ſome di- 
vine honour and eſtimation to the ſaid water : though I cannot be- 
lieve that to be any cauſe of thename of itz bur rather ſubſcribe 
to M.Camders, no doubt,truc conjecture,thart it hath the Name Dee 
trom the Briztzſh word Duoy,which fignifieth rwo ; this water ari- 
ling from rwo Fountains in wales : namely,in Merioneth ſbire, in,or 
neer the Countrey, called, Perthlin : But they have obſerved, that 
according to divers.entetconurſes of the Waters running, either to 
the Exgliſh, or tothe welſhfide, their Vifories hapnedto concur, 
which might otherwiſe accidentally come to paſs. Therefore, as 
theNatures of men are eafily drawn to ſuperſtition,they were per- 
{waded.ſome Divinity was:h the water z which errour, che ſame 
worthy Author alleagethto have prevailed with divers other Peo- 


ple,of other Nationsgtouching other waters ; as of the The ſfalort- 
| Gg ans 
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ans tor Penews ; the Scythrans, tor Danutim ; and the Germans, for 
Kheze : but Time, and long Obſervations; hath now taught us the 
occaſion of this alteration of rhe Channel, 

The mouth or opening of this River into the Sea, lics very 
bleak.upon the North-Eaſftern, Weſtern, and South-Weſtern 
Vinds 3 and the ground or þottome of the Creek is alrogether of a 
loole,light, whitegkittcring Sand,which upon any powerful drift 
of Windor Water,will give place like drifts of Snow ; and when 
a ſtrong windzat ſome low water, hath opened a gap never fo lit- 
tle in one of the kuge Banks,or-Bars of Sands, which have long ga- 
thered and increaſed to be, as one would think, very firm and 
ſtrong: Thenext Tide-water violently ruſhing into that gap,and 
the wind continuing for many Tides together, to add more and 
more ſtrength to that violence, the Channel that was the main 
paſſage betore,wil now wreke up,as forſaken by the grear ſtream; 
and the other new made, will more and more prevail, untill the 
like viciſhtnde happen the othcr way. 

From whence ut is, that theſe mighty heaps of ſand, by conti- 
nuance of time,brought by fierce and ſtrongwinds up into the nar- 
rowneſle of the Creck, for which there is no return back again, 
ncither wind nor water being able rorecule them ; thar the Ha- 
ven which in times paſt received Ships of great burthen up to the 
City skirts (as hath been touched) ſcarce now hath Sea-room for 
{mall Barques, which onely at higher watcrs do bring in their un- 
ladings of great Veſſels from the Keyes and Stations which can 
receive them, 5.0r 6. or 10,miles off, And hence ir js, thar even 
within this tew years there hath been ſuch loſſes and gainings be- 
tween the ſhores of Cheſb:;re and Flimtſpire near uneo this Ciry, 
that if I ſhould eftimatethe ſame according romy own Judgment, 
I ſhould fcarcely be believed, of fuch as do. not behold chat with 
their eyes, 

And from hence ket me behold, even witch ſome Records, or 
tales or ſurmizes or bilities whatſoever, which have mil- 
led the Writers of former ages to think; That the ereQion of rhe - 
Mills at Dee Bridge ſhould be any ler or hindrance to the Haven, 
that was once the new Towcr ; or that the Cauley, which holds 
up the freſh water for the uſe of rhe wheeles of thoſe Mills,ſhould 
hinder any force or ſtrength of that ſkream or ebbing of the Sea- 
war, torecule back again thoſe Mountains of Sand ; which in- 
deed it would rather help then hinder : let me, I fay, clear this 
neceflary and profitable {trudtrre of the Mills, from that imputa- 
tion of hindering the Haven, which note that either know, or will 
vouchſafe totake a view of the place,can be drawn to affirm, ex- 
cept they befuch as be led by reports of fuch , as was rhar old 
Deponent , mentioned by old Mr. Latmmer, that bring 
to give his reſtimgny what heth git might be'the cauſe of the 
breach at Goodwin Sands , aid, He knew not, except it was the 
_— of Tenterden Steeple, y 

whoever will Impartially weigh and conſider the like 
power 
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power and force that the wind at cerrain times rageth withall; to 
the driving forth a power of waters from ſome Lakes, (from 
which, and through which; this Rivet hath his paſſage) together 
with the fulneſſe and ſuddennefle of that water (upon ſorhe cau- 
fes not well knownfor oughtI can learn,to any of thenear Neigh- 
bours to it) overflowing thereby, and ſurrounding the Grounds 
and Meadowes adjoyning, far diſtant from the ſaid Cauley; np 
into theCountry:and confidering likewiſe, that the ſame warer ar 
chevery Cauley it ſelf, never tiſeth upon any of thoſe Land-floods 
to any extraordinary height ; bur ſo falleth and paſſerh away, as 
at all other times; except when a Spring-tide from the Sea coun. 
terchecks it, may eaſily be induced to believe,that the ſame Cau- 
ſey doth as little occaſion too much water the one way, as too 
little the ather : but this I leave to my betters to meddle in, ho- 
ping no man will tax me for delivering fo much as with my eye I 
doobſerve, or by enquiry learn, 

Two things one of greater, and one of leſſer conſequence, - here 
offer yas z wherein,if I {illy wretch, the meancf of a thou- 
fand,may ſhew my deſire,it may be,T hope, pardonable ; and if no

The firſt is,that men of Place, Judgment,and Skill, would but a 
little, in their wiſdome,confider, whether the matter were not as 
eaſie,or as likely, as ſome Artiſts, and experienced Wits ſeem to 
give out, that this Haven might be'won again to.as much advan- 

e of Trade, or Traffick tothis City, asever it was; and that 
with no great ado,in compariſon of thoſe wonderful atchievments 
which have been cffe&ed in the Havens of Dover, Phmouth, Har« 
wch,Yarmouth;this being bur the turning of a Brook,to apy of them. 
And fo to the augmentation of his Majeſties Cuſtoms, the honour 
of the whole Kingdome,and the cſpecial advancement of the Prin- 
ces Highneſle , this his moſt renowned and famous Earldome of 
Cheſter:the particular Inducements to which motion, I dare not ad- 

\ venture to openztill better occaſions do incite hereunto.

ſo in their marriages and alliances, have been happy for many dil- 
cents, and have linked many Families together of great dignity

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and repute: The late ownet theteof Richard Groſuenor Elq; decea- 
ſed, by a Daughter of the Worthiptul houſe of the Brookes of Nor» 
zon,had many Daughters; of which; ſome being married, ate very

Breretd'oh Breretex,Knight,and no fmall portion in the Heirs of Sic 
Randel Brereton of Shock lach,afore-mentioned; beſides,divers other 
branches of that Noble Stem,here and therediſperſed. Seme of 
thoſe firſt Baroris,no doubr;adorn'd the ſame Baron with a Caftle. 
which is now rujned and decayed, and with a goodly Church, 
which yet ſtands 'eminently mounted on the higheſt part of the 
Town,frem whence the Pralpe& is every way molk pleaſant ; god 
theſame Church welt ſupplied; far the furtherance of Gods fer- 
vice; there remaining twq ReRories, and none of the.megneſt 
maintonance,tor rhe relidency of ewa Divines alternately perfor- 
ming all Paziſh duties,and the Patronages thercof belonging to 
the Knights of Brereton and Shoclach,cirher of them one,

Not to/omit the name of Ifalp.s , becauſe all Writers have 
choughtiit obſcrvable,as coming from Mala platea, a name ir bor- 
rowed from a foul narrow combrous way that led into it, called 
Ifireet ; and even inthe Britiſh language was called Depenbach, a 
word of the ſame {ignification, which gave occaſion to Geraldys 
Cambrenſis, to record the pleaſant ſtory,how a Jew travelling this 
way towards Shrewsbury,in company ot the Archdeacon of dfalpas, 
whoſe ſirname was Peache ; which word ſignifies finne , 
and of a Dear, named, Devil ; which Archdeacon was telling 
the Deah,that his Archdeaconry began art 1/ſtreet, and reached as far 
as Malpas towards Cheſter.

Family; we then turn our faces a little more Eaſterly,to paſſe by 
HMarl:y,g (car of the Pools of Marley,a fair houſe and demcan with- 
in the Precinds of werbury;and by Hadley,the fear anciently of the 
Halſes,a great name once in thoſe parts, now the Lands of a wor- 
Knight Sir Thomas Brereton, deſcended from the houſe of Shoc 
tab, and Aalpsf,, we ſhall entet upon that fair aud goodly de- 
mean of Comber-mere,which containeth, or rather is contained of 
that ſpaciqus and wideLordſhip of Newhal juxta werbary,and which 
in divers particular reſpe&s, we may call a moſt famous ſeat ; it 
hath been an Abbey builded by Hagh albanc, and of the Barons 
of Namptwichegin «Anno 1133, upon the Bank of a goodly Mere of 
2 large length,and of breadrh, and of depth abovecredir, What 
the Indowments were of that Abbey, am not acquainted ; all I 
find concerning it , is an ancient Record which hath this, Anno

and my Wife Petronel, and my Children,and all = Frichds,for 


Michaelthe Archangel.the Wood,the Plainthe Waters, the Wa- 
ccr-courſes, and the Fiſhings, the Meadows, the Paſtores, the 
Feedings,with all other their Appurtenances, and with all other 
Commodities,and things,which are there, or may be made there, 
as well under the Earth,as aboveyfor ever ; to wit, between theſe 
Bounds : from the Riſe of HAREMUS, which is between 
Marturg and Bromklawan ; and fo following and deſcending by the 
River, unto the Wood of Rauhale, and the moiety of the aforeſaid 


"Wood ; and then aſcending from the aforeſaid River Eaſtward 


of the Wood,toward the Water of Cumbey-mere, unto the top of 
the Mountain 3 and fo, following the head of the Mountain, 
through the middle of the Wood of Rabale, roward the South, to

All theſe Meres and Bounds, as well on the ſaid place of Cum- 
ber-mere,as of the ſaid Mannor of w:ncleſle, I Hugh Malbanc, with 
my wife Petrozel,and william my Son, and many others perambu- 
lated and compaſſed, and have freely given tothe faid Abbey of 
Cumbermere,and to the Monks therederving God, and totheir Suc- 
ceſtors,all things,being within the ſaid Metes and Bounds,with all 
their Appurtenances, without reſerving any thing Temporsl, to 
m_ Heirs,or Affigns,for ever : And let them make of the wood 
and Plain every where what they pleaſe, by inclofing or alerting 


at their pleaſure,

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And lgive to tne tame Monks Common ot Paiturcftor all wcir 
Cartcl in all my Woods and Paſtures of Chejhire, and that chey 
may take-wood to burn, and Timber to build as well withoue, 
as within that Abbey ar their pleaſure, in all my Woods, as {rec- 
ly as I ro/my own ulc, except my Forreſt of Combwll. 

And alto] grant cothe ſame Monks the fourth part of the Town

Table, as frecly as lhave at my board, ' And lct them have their

| I grant likewiſe-ro the ſame Monks and their Succeſſours free 
paſſage every where thorough all my Lands, with free ingreſlc 
and egrefle to take whatſoever they want, as often as whenſoever 
they pleaſe. And let them have all and ſingular the premiſles in 
free, pure and perpetual Almsas freely and abſolutely from all 
ſecular exaQion and worldly ſervice, with as ample freedom and 
peace as any Almes may be enjoyed, and we may never challenge 
or exact any thing but onely ſpiritual benefit and prayer. 

Therefore of my good will I freely grant, That my Lord Razulph 
Earl of Chefter be principal Founder and Defender of the ſaid 
Church and Monks there ferving of God, and that his heirs atter 
him. ever ſhare in all good things there, 

Witnefles of this Ei ſtabliſhment and grant are theſe my Lord 
Ranalph Earl of Chefter, Roger Biſhop of Cheſter, cAdelia my mo- 
ther, -Petronilla my Wife, william my ſon, william Abbot of Che- 
flier, Robert and Odo Chaplains ; william ſon of Ralph, and Arche- 


bald, and many others who both ſaw and heard. 
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And I Roger Biſhop of Cheſter, at the pious requeſt of Joh of

Upon the very Brow or Bank of the Are is the Abby ſciruate, 
with the Park and all other parts for profit and pleaſure ſurpa(- 
ſing,e2n1 environed on all ſides roa large Extent, with ſuch goodly, 
Farms which then and yet are the holding of the Tenants to this 
Abby, as that I know none for number and largeneſſe compa» 
rableto them in all theſe parts, thar which I make the greateſt 
ornament of it now4is, - after the change of the. idle owners 
it formerly had, ir hath been tince poſſeſſed by a branch of thar 
renowned name of the {ottons, who have been of great accompt 
in many Shires, and of whom this Race hath now 1ucceeded here 
ungo the preſent owner thereof George Cotton Bſquire, a man/ of 
ſingular accompr for his wiſdome, Integrity, gentlenefe, godli- 
nefle, facility, andall generous Siupottions z not toſay much of 
Burladame the furthermott Eaſterly part of this Lordſhip: wherein, 
chere is a little Chappel for the Ealc: of the fartheſt remote Te-

and is a goodly Lordthip of great Extent, one Angle rhereot 
ſhooting with an Inlet as it were into the County of Sallope called 
Titteal:ge , and on the Southweſt inlargeth it telt with a, grear 
Lordſhip called Buertor, where the Pooles of werral Hundred, a 
Race of great antiquity and worſhip have great poſlcſſions ; and 
alſo the Gamulls of worthy repute, the heir being Francis G amull 
Eſquire, yet under age, harh a ſtately houſe and good poſleffions: 
And on the right band of ir a Townſhip called Hazkelop, wherein 
is a fair houſe, and Demain of Haſſals, Gentlemen of good worth. 
Which Lordſhip takes up ( together with another called 
' Bridgemere,being the Lands late purchaſed by Sir Roger willraham 
Knight,one of the Maſters of Requeſts to the Kings Majeſty, and 
now, by marriage,appertaining to that z2/braham tharis the hope- 
full Heir of the houte of woodſey) the whole Confine of this Hun- 
dred,upon a good part of Stafjord-ſhire, rill we come ro worme-hill, 
"the goodly Harſion of the Egertons of that houſe 3 which houſe 
and demain, both do partake with either of the Shires ; from 
whence we muſt turn our courſe fall South,to take view of Checley, 
a beautiful Timber houſe, and fine Seat of the Race of the Peyſalls 
of great worſhip , and ſo bend almoſt back again rotwo great 
Lordihips, and ancient Seats, both of them Knights of renowned 
worth, Hatherton of the Smithei, and Dodington of the Delvs, both 
of them at this day :honoured with the owners ſingular merits, 
and high eſtimation. And the one Sir Thomas Delvs being a Knight 
Jately advanced to the degree of. a Baronet. The other, Sir Thomas 
Smith,for his great wiſdome, and accompliſhed ſufficiency, wor- 
Thily at this time: graced with the Government both of chis Ho- 
nourable City,as Maior z and of the County-, as his Majeſties 
High Sheriff; in whoſc deſerved commendetions, I am not wor- 
thy to ſpeak,being nor able ro do it as I ſhould. Ju# 
_ weeter holding his courſe toward Namptmich, hath on rhe other 
ſide of it Badaingtonga fair Demean, where alſo hath been an an- 
cient feat, being-the Lands of Sir Robert Neatham of Shauington in 
the County of S&lop before-mentioned, and' Awnftafton, where he 
hath had goodly Woods thar hath been the'chief Srore-houſe,and 
Nurſery of that fowel they call wichwod ; which being of twenty 
years growth,or:thereabours, is moſt fir forthat ſervice, and hath 
uſually been fallen by yearly falls, as they call them, and fold to 
the Tawn of Namptwechesfor the boyling of their Salt,and which is 
now worthy the recording the ingenuity and induſtry of provi- 
dence, which animared thereunto by the great charge afid lauda- 
ble encouragement of the ſaid Sir Robert Nedham, hath in this age 
of ours, found out by the fide of the ſaid wrever at Baddington, a 
Seth or pic of that Brine, whereof they niake grear plenty of very 
ood'white Salt : as alſo upon'thit Bank,onthe other fide, fihce the 
ding-of this, is alfo the like within'the Lordſhip of Hatbertor, 
in the Lands of Sir Thomas Smith ; In both which, they have ta- 
ken 4 more profitable way of boyling their Salt in Pahs of Itgn, to 
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try ; and whereof rticre 15 great abundance not far off in the'Con- 
fines berwcen the two Counties of Cheſter and Stajfjord, 1s found a 
cheaper and more compend1ons way,then thaf boyling in Pans of 
Lead,with fewel onely of VWood,uicd ih all the w:ches ; which old 
way, notwithſtanding the Boylers in the :ches, will maintayn to 
be the beſt, . and do mot reſolutely and deſervedly hold their Salt 
to be unmatchable for colour and goodnefſle of any other. 

But becaule weever approaching now unto Bertherton,an ancicnt 
ſeat of the Griffias Eſquires, of long continuance, and a fair Dc- 
mean thereunto, it recciveth into the boſome thereof , one ſtour 
water that they call Betley water, of the place from whence it be- 
gins, Lerusa little ſtep Eaſterly again towards the head of the 
{ame water,and take view of y:bbunbury,aChurch-town,and a Pa- 
riſh Church ro a great Precin&, and on every fide fo garniſhed 
and adorned with the Seats and Habitarions ot Baronets, Knights, 
and Gentlemen, as is ſcarce tobe found the like in any Country 
, Pariſh,(o tar remote from great and populous Citics : The name is 
ſaid ro come from 1b4a,a King : or, if I may ſo-guefle,trom Hubba 
a great Nobleman of the Afercians, 

Tae Vicarage hereof is in the gift of the Biſhop of Lichfield and 
Coventry, Necrunto the ſame Church, is ſcituare a fine Lordſhip 
and Town,witha decayed houſe, and demain of Sir Thomas Smith 
before-named,called the Hough ; and next adjoyning uito it, rhe 
Lee, being an ancient Seat of Knights and Eſquires of that name, 
and now Sir Richard Lee,a Knight of worthy account,for wiſdom, 
and ſingular virtue; and.ro whom I ſtand particularly bounden 
for ſpeciall favours received,which I mult ever acknowledge, 

I ihould think, that the water Lee that runneth by the skirt of 


this demain, ſhould give nameto that River that is afrerwards ſo | 


' called,and meets with the flood before they fall rogether into the 
weever about Pool, to which we ſhall come anon ; Bur firſt ler us 
look a little more to the Weſt,where ſtands the Lordſhip of Blat- 
kerfall ; and next to that Hunſterton, a great part of them both,the 
Lands of Sir Thomas Delves, we come to Bartomley, a Pariſh and a 
Church ; in which Townſhip we ſee an ancicnt handſome houſe, 
aad demain,the Lands of the Caw:oxs of Lawton Zand from a Lake 
hereabour,hath the wolwerz brook his firſt beginning, which run- 
ning by weſtoz,a Lordſhip with an ancient Seat and Demain be- 
longing to Sir Thomas Delus of Doddington afore-mentioned, run- 
neth 2 by Basford,a {ightly Habitation, ſometimes the Lands 
of the Bramlees, but now the Inheritance of Sir Robert Cholmende- 
ſleigh ; and ſo croſling the Lee brook again, we may firſt on the one 
hand take notice of Shauington,an ancientſcar of the-woodnothes, a 
name,ſaich Mr.Cambden, deſcended from the Engliſh Saxons ; the 
preſent Owner hereof, Jobz woodreth Eſquire, a great Antiquary, 
and learned in the Laws; and on the othex of Roppe, a Townſhip, 
which reacherh to anothee member thereof;called Stopley,in which 
there is another fair houſe and demain, anciently the ſeat of Gen- 
tlemen of good eſteem of that name Roppe, whole Iſſue-males are 

I'1i2z now 
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now ta1l.d, and the tame come to the Poſlefſions of Mr. Green of 


Congleton by the Siſtcr of Roppe, now like to begin another name, 
but a ſtock of the ſame tree ſti]. - 

And from hencc,ha wn 1 taken notice of one Townſhip, called 
Filig{ton,and a little Parith calledwilaſtor which hath 1n it the ha. 
bitation of the althils,Gentlemen of good worth,to whom,and to 
tl;e Pearſalsche Patronage of the Church there belongeth,8& it had 
in it a diſcent ofGentlemen the Br:-alays,now all worn out and for. 
goiten, We are here to enter upon the head town of that Hundred, 
and of all the County,which 15 called Namptwich vulgarly, but in 
moſt of our ancient Deeds, and orher Writings, cus Malbame , 
Wich-MalZazk ; and had tne name from one wilizam Maltenge or 
Malbanc, who bad this place given him at the Normaz Conqueſt; 
and attcrwards grew to be one of the Baronies of the Barons,made 
by the Earls of Cheſter , as we ſhall have occaſion hereafter ro de- 


clare more at large. |

We doubt the tirit raiſing ir to the greatneſle it hath, was from + 
the goodnefle of the Salt there made ; whereupon, and upon the 
whirteneſle of it, the Brittazrs called the Town Hellath-wez , the 
white Pitz which madethem trequent it exceedingly, after that 
King Hezzy the third had by Ropping up rtheſcPits,and reſtraining 
all rcl1ct,which was hence gottea by the wehb-mez for their need- 
tull ſuſtenance ; When all was quier, and peace flouriſhed again, 


the Market here began to be of great frequehcy 3 beſides thar, ir 


grew to be a {pecial gp gr entertainmenr of all Paſſen- 
gers in the great Road from Londen to Cheſter z and eſpecially 
t1nce the Government of 7reland,fell rothe Kings of England; To 
which I may add, that ſpecial gift which God hath beſtowed on 
the ſoyl in and neer to thar place,for the excellency of the Cheeſe 
there made ; which,rotwithſtanding all che Diſpurations, which 
many make to the contrary,and all the Tryals that our Ladies and 
Gentlewomen make in theirDairies, inother parts of the Country, 
and other Countries of the Kingdome 3; yet can they never fully 
match the perte& reliſh of the right Namptwich Cheele : nor can, 
I chink,that Cheeſe be equalled by any other made in Europe, for 
pleaſantneſle of taſte,and wholeſomeneſle of digeſtion, even in the 
dainticſt ſtomacks of them that love it. 

Wharſocvcr hath becn the cauſes, or howſoever the Inhabitants 
there have had their invancement, ſure I am there can hardly be 
found a Town mecrly uplandiſh, as we term it, neither traded 
unto by waters, nor enriched by any ſpeciall Trades or Manufa- 
ures that hath ſuch a knot of wealthy and landed men in fo 
{mall a compaſſe, there being within the ſame 30. or more that 
are uſually aſſeſſed inthe Kings Majeſties Subſidies, to pay for 
Lands, and the greateſt part of them Gentlemen that pay with 
none of the meaneſt ranks, 

The Buildings within the ſame Towf are very fair and neat, 
andevery ſtreet adorned with ſome ſpeciall manſionsof Gentlemen 


of good worth, the middle and the principal parts of the T _ 
pene 
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being all new builvings,by reaton of a lamertz..]c fire which hap- 
pened there in A-z0o 15S3, that conſumed in one night all re 
dwellings from the River fide, to the other fide of the Church, 
which Church it ſelf by the great mercy of God eſcaped, and 
was left ſtanding naked without neighbours, ſaving onely the 
Schoolhouſe, in a tew hours; yet ſuch were tic eſtates of many 
rhe Inhabitants, and ſograciouſly did Queen E!izabeth of bleſſed 
memory favour rhem, with her own carneſt fu rthering of a Col- 
Ic&ion through the whole Kingdom , and the buſinefle ſo weil 
managed by the care and induſtry of Sir Hugh Cholmly, Mr. John 
Maſterſon, and other the chief agents in the ſame, that tl.e whole 
ſcire and frame of the Town ſo ſuddenly ruined, was with grear 
ſpced re-edified in that beautifull manner that r.ow it is. © 


The Church is vcry large, and of ſo beauritull a ſtructure com- | 


poſed in form of a croſle, like the great Minſtcrs or Cathedrals, 
and the Steeple creed in the middle Juncure of the Crofle, with 
fair Iles on each fide ; the Monuments chercin tew ; thoſe that axe 
here follow. 

That it: belonged to the Abbey of Cumbermere is plain from 
hence, that indeed rhe ſame being claimed by the Parithioners of 
A&on, a great Pariſh Church within a mile of it, as it were bur 
a Chappelry of that Church; The ReQtory of them'both being * 
appropriate to the ſaid Abbot and his Covent, the one hath a Vi- 
caridge, rhe other a poor maintenance left by them out of thar 
great commodity they reaped there, the ſame Impropriations be- 
ing now in better imployments ; though thoſe maintenances yer 
remain towards the upholding of Gods ſervice, which I wiſh had 
means according to the great worth and dignity of the places. 

The noble Barony of w:ch Aalbane given by the firſt Earl Hugh 
Lupw, at the time of the Norman Conqueſt, to his kinſman william 
of Aalbenge, hath fince come by ſevcral branches of heires ro a 
number of the great Families in the Country, and ſome others in 
remote parts, yet by continuance of time have almoſt all knir 
rogether again, ſo that of more then twenty parts whereimo it

which is chiefly done in exchange of the beſt may]t char the Shires

read othcr where, knowing well their jealous love to be ſuch to- 
wards this their beloved commodity, as I ſhould ſoon incur tome

un happineſſe I will not forget to report, which it pleaſed our 
gracious King his moſt excellent Majeſtic to adde unto them in 
Anno 1617. the 25, of eAuguſt, who vouchſafed to make that 
Town the lodging place tor his Royal Perſon, and after he had 
for ſome hours accommodated himſelf in the houſe, then his 
Royall Ccurr, of Thomas wilbrabam Eſquire, it pleaſed him to walk 
ſo tar as to the Brincſeeth, and with his cyc to behold che man- 
ner of the Well, and toobſerve the labours of the Briners (fo they 
call che Drawers of the Brinc) whoſe work it is to fetch it up in 
Lether buckets faſtned ro Ropes, and empricd into the Troughes, 
which Troughes convey it into the Vich houſes, at which work 
thoſe Briners ſpend the coldeſt day in Froſt and Snow, without any 
cloathing more then a ſhirt with great chearfulnefle : And after 
his Majeitics gracious enquiry among the poor Drawers of many 
things touching the nature of the ſme brine, and how they pro- 
ceeded to convert it into Salt , moſt Princely rewarding them 
with his own hand, his Majcſtie returned to the Courr. 

The next day his Majcſtic was likewiſe pleaſed ro _— a 
Sermon to be preached before him in the Church, and of his 
Princely graciouſneſle to ſtay whiles an Oration was pronounced 
by one of the Scholars of the School, which Sermon was then 
performed by a Divine of our own Countrey both by bixth and - 
dwelling, Mr.Thomas Dod, Archdeacon of Richmoxd, and to which 
his Majeſtie gave ſo great 'attention, and with the ſame was fo 
afte&cd, as it pleaſed his Highneſle to grace the Preacher with 
his Princely and free cleion of him into the number of one of * 
his Chaplains in Ordinary, which for the honour of our Country, 
and for an addition to the worth of this our eloquent and ſweet 
Preacher, I thought fit here to record, 

There bath been a little Chappel ſcituate near this Brineſeeth, 
dedicated, as ſome ſay, to St. Anze; what endowment ir had, or 
what was the decay thereof, except I would report fabulous tales, 
I can make no relation. 

A ſtrong Timber-bridge over the fiream of weever is main- 
tained by the Town, which asketh no little care and coſt, by rea- 
ſon of the boſterous carriages of the wood in Carts, which is thi- 
ther brought for the boyling of their Salt, 

I might ſpeak of ſome charitable gifts that have been by well 
diſpoſed perſons given or bequeathed to charitable uſes, whercot 
ro make mention, I fear me would be rather to queſtion their 

negle&, then to commend the Inhabitants thar pretormnor, for

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ought1 know, the care that ſhould be caken in thar behalf, oncly 
the School whici was founded there by Mr. Fobz Thruſb, and Mr. 
Thomas Thruſh of Londen, Wooll-packers, is well and fſuſhciently 
upheld and maintained to the furtherance of reaching the chil- 
dren of the poor and others; And an ancient and grave School- 
maſter of very near fifty years continuance, Mr, Randall Kent, yer 
Teachcr there with a lcarned aſhſtant, a Maſter of Arts of Queens 
Colledge in Oxez, whoſe name is Mr. Shenton of laudable pains 
and induſity, 

To which I muſt not omit to adde the late charitable ere&ion 
of an Alm-houle tor fix poor aged men, which Sir Roger wilbra- 
bam Knight, Maſter of the Requeſts to his Majeſtic, ( ſcil. K. James) 
at the Towns-end, there new builded for the ſaid fix perſons to be 
choſen out of Namptwich and of AB8or Pariſh, aHowing them each 
one, an handſome lodging, a little garden, and five marks per ax- 
zum towards thcir rclict in the latter end of their old age, 

Thar worthy Knight gave other the like charitable gitts in his 
life-rime in other places, which I will not here'-recite ;" this: F 
rhiok very pertinent to this place, becauſe here art this end of 
Namptwich he had his birth and breeding, being a younger brorhcr 
of that Houſe formerly mentioned, where his Highneſle was lod- 
cd, and branched ftrcm che houſe of #:{rahams of woodbey, long 
aged, and by one of his co-heirs like again now to rerurn'a grear 
rribute- in Augmentation to the ſame houſe from . whence he 
came, - ot EE 

It may not ſeem amiſſe though I reckon it not as a note of An- 
tiquity, yer (out of my love) ro note one Juſtre ro that Town, 
chat inco the five entrances into the ſame which way ſoever . you 
come, your eye is cntertaincd with a fair Gentlemanly houſe ar 
the end or entry of the firſt fircer every way ; as namely this 
which is called the #welſh Rowe, with thar of Mr, #»lbrahams, that 
of Beam ſtreet,” where they hold yer weekly great marker of Cat- 
tel, with a fine houſe of the Mainmarings, and now belonging to 
the Right+ Worſhiptul and worthy ingenious Knight Sir Dudley 
Norton, Secretary to his Majeſties Councel in 7relazd; That of 
the Hoſpital freer, with a fair Timber-houſe of Mr. Randal Church 
a Gentleman of ſingular integrity, That of the Pillory fireer, 
with & very ancient houſe of the Worſhipful race of the Maſter- 

ſons ;'and Barkers ſtreet, or Mills ſtreet, with a fine brick houſe 
of —_ : To ſay nothing of a great'number of very' fair 
houſes and near buildings dif] here and rhere throughout the 
middle parts of the Town, Here are alſo fair abd proficable Mills 
for the ſervice and uſe of the Town, / which ate the inheritance of 
SIr Richard Egerton Knight befote mentioned, - 

And fo taking only notice of a fine Common called the Croach 
belonging to this Town, and extending itſelf froth the end of rhe 
Beam by weever ſide to the length of a mile' and a half,' or 
rather more, and in breadth of about a quarter'of a mile, which 
is an excellent Paſturey-and upon which rhe Inhabiranrs __ 

their 
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czeir Cartel tummcred there, paying a ſmall rent for it; to che 
number of four or five hundred every year, to thejr great com- 
modity, and no {mall rclief unto the poor, Onely take view of 
Alveſton where the Preſtlands were ſomerimes owners of grear 
Lands: ſo take leave of Namptwich. Andfirſt look upon thar part 
of the Hundred , which within. the compaſle of the winding 
fiream of weever we left unviewed, 

Having firſt viewed on the South Weſt of Namptwich, a Lord- 
ſhip called Eadlaſtoz, which was anciently belonging to the Ful- 
hurts of Crew, a great name now almoſt extinguiſhed z and an- 
other called Sound, a Town well repleniſhed with good Farmes ; 
we ſee Baddily with a little Church, and an ancient Seat that be- 
longs toSir Randal cManwarring Knight, and hath been ancicntly 
thecat of the Preters, who were in this Countrey a Race of great 
poſſeſiions, bur arc alſo long {ince utterly worn our and ſwallowed 
up of other names, ts 

This is a goodly Demain,and hath becn anciently a great Nur- 
fery for Wood and Timber, as it is now for Corn and Grafle, 
which exchange cannot be much faulted, it is -an entire Pariſh of 
it ſelf, though ſome contend that it hath been but a member of 
Afon Pariſh z but in our memory the Re&ory there by ir (elf 
hath been fully proved and confirmed. Part of this Loxdſhip 
hath deſcended to the Anceſtors of the Braertons of Haudford of 

reat place, in which is arich Farm called Zlackhurſt,which hath 
_ the birth place of one Raceof the Daverports. : 

And now all the Towns and ſpatjous extents between us and 
the ſtream of weever of this Welt fide of it, till you come to Min- 
(bel, are all contained within the Pariſh of that Mother Church 
of Aon, being to the number of 14, Townſhips. From the ve- 
ry Townes-endof the Weſt of Namptpich, begins ABon, leading 
almoſt a mile upon a fair ſtone _—_ or pavement, up unto the 
ſaid Church, upon which as you paſſe offers ir ſclf ro your view 
a moſt ncat and beautifull houſe of brick lately ereted by Ralph 
wiliraham Eſq. another younger brother of thoſe. wilkrghams of 
Namptwrch in the place of an. ancient Capitall Meſle catled Dar- 

_ rather Darfold, which belonged anciently to the Earls of 
Darty. | emis 
VVe may well think it worth taking notice of a goodly Com- 
mon lying near unto this Church, by name Ravenſmore,' but. vul- 
afly Zaxmore, extending it {elf more then a wile in length, and 
almoſt half that breadth , a very ſweet and fruitfull piece of 
fs at which many mens teeth have warered, but hath been 
by Gods providence (raiſing updivers noble Gentlemen: to ſtand 
againſt the encloſing of it) 4 1to preſcryed for the relief of the 
poor neighbours tout, and athers, Upon the fide of ir VVeſtward, 
we obſcrye an ancient Gentlemans Scar called Swaxley,which hath 
long belonged tothe Manwairings of (harringham, another great 
branch of that famous name; and ſo we come to two Intermixed 
Townſhips,the:'one Burlgnd, whereot the mefi-part of it hath been 
= appen- 
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appendant tothe Juritdidction of Baadiley,the other Brindley,where- 
in I only note a fair Seat and demain of Mr, wilkam Allez a Gen- 
tleman of good reſpect. 

And ſo we come to Faddzley, another member, or rather entite 
Lordſhip of it ſelf, divided between the houſes of Peever and

now-almoeft worn ont £ and the worleftor, wherein are Seats of 
Gentlemen of the zilbrahams; Graftons, and Chetwood's, from which 
la mentioned houſe, 'the Father of an honourable and worthy 
Knight, Sir Richard Chetwood of warkworth in the County of Oxon, 
within ſomne-mens memoriesyer Jiving, did difcend.

who hath in the ſame a goodly Demain, with an ancient Seat cal- 
led the Hall of Cholmeſton, but now much ruinated. 

Ar the Confines of this Pariſh we ſee next A»ſball a little Pa- 
riſh impropriated with a Church in the Town, and near unto ir 
the Hail of Mipſhall a very ancient Seat which hath continued 
the Succeſſions of a Worſhipfull Race in its own name,and never 
could boaſt of a more ſufficient , for many Gentlemanly parts, 
then the now Lord of it, Job Mizſball Eſquire, yet now that Suc- 
ccſſion liketh to divert into another houſe by his only daughter 
and heir,which is by Gods own appointment now married to The- 
mas Cholmley Eſquire, brother of that ſaid Sir Robert. And near 
alſo to the Church upon the other {ide of weever a very fine houſe 
called Hoogrgves; the inheritance of the heirs of the beſt of the 
Aſtons of Aſton. 

And here we muſt again ſtep over the water of weever at Afin- 
ſball- Bridge, where another branch of the ſame 24»ſbals have an 
ancient inheritance, and a fair Houſe & Demain called Erdſmch,. 
from whence we muſt go more Southerly to Leighton,where you 
ſhall find a fair Seat * the Anceſtors of the Erdſwicks, no doubt 
deriving that name from the = aforementioned z but now 
grown into a race of great worſhip, whoſe chief refidence is at 
Sand in Staffordſhire,  _. 

In this Townſhip of Lezghtor is alſo another fine Seat, which 
bath been poſſeſſed by a race of ancient Gentlemen the Brooks,

Lands. of wiliam Brereton of eAjbley 
Eſquire ; and next to that Cleve,or Cleave, a great Precin&': neer 
unto which,is ſcituate a Demean, and fair od houſe, called the 


Nunhouſegchat was anciently belonging to Sir Thomas Holcroft,and 
: now 
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now the Lands of Thomas cAlarbury of Marbury Eſquirc, 

From thence, we ſtill follow the weever courte rowards the fur- 
cheſt acure point of this Hundred, onely noting the places on the 
Bank of it on the Eaſt fide, which are firſt parton, a fruitful vein 
of Land; and ſo we come to Ea 0nza Lordſhip of Sir #:lliam- Brere- 
to,and then we fee the Church and Parith of Davenham, or Dane» 
ham,for it takes name of Daze the River, which now an the other 
fide of this Church,approacheth with all ſpeed, haſtening to meer 
with weever.In which Davenham, we oblerve a good fair,and moſt 
arciens built Church, with a Spire Steeple to be ſeen farreevery 
way 38nd juſt by it a great Parlonage,now in the hands of the re- 
verent Dean of Cheſter ; the Patron whereof, is that Honourable 
Knight and Baronet Sir Thomas Savage, often and moſt worthy to 
be remembred, 

And not far from hence , the Seat of the Helfords of Davenham, 
Gcntlcmen of a good worth,and a very ancient diſcent, deriving 
themſclves from Sir Geerge Holford of Holfard-Knight, who were 
{cated there by marriage of one of the Daughers and Heirs o Bret, 
ancient Gentlemen of that-Pariſh z whereof there is an ancienr 
Monument of eAlablafter in a Chappel of that Church : Another 
of the ſame Cohcirs was married to Mr.##ch of Alderley. 

Betwixt this,and.the Northarch, lies the Townſhip, with a fair 
houleand demean;z whereof the Owner Ralph Leftwich Elquire, 
hath continued the ſame name of the place of great antiquity z 
yer now by the Heir-General of his Heir, is like to paſle into ano- 
ther name zto wityyill;am Oldfield Eſquire ; which Houſe hath al- 
ſo a Chappel and burial place in the ſame Church. | 

We muſtneedstake a little pains to retire back again, that on 
the-other {ide of whelock watcr,we may proceed where we left, ro 
475 the view of the middle parts of this Hundred on both ſides 
v1 Daxe, 

To paſle by the Lordſhips of TeFoy and AMoſton, next to Eltoz, 
where welett, whichare members of warmincham ; we ſec next 
Bradwal,a Seat anciently of the Baringtons, and now a Poſlciſion of 
. oneof che Oldfields, a Gentleman, « 7% wo the ſame larely , by 
marrying the daughter of Baring tox;and ſo we paſſe along by char 
tamous Merezcalled'the Bagmere, being very large and deep ; and 
from iruns a water called Craco , which quickly haſtens , to en- 
create the Daze ; It here Lſhould cither paſle in filence, of call in 

ucſtzon that common report of the Trees in the Poo/, which are 

aidto lifruptherpſelves into fight above the water, before ſuch 
time as any Heir of the houſe of the Breretons the Owner ghereof 
dieth,I ſhould be thought too nice and tric, in giving way to the 
Current of all Writcrs, and too injurious tothe VVonder-tellers 
of all Ages : ButI profeſle a loyeto Truth ; and by ſuch enquiry as 
Ibave made] could never learn,that the worthy Knights and Ow- 
ncrs themſelves of that great Scat, have much regarded that ob- 
{crvation,but rather rhought(as for my own part I do) that the ri- 


{10g (ometime of thoſe Trees, is for the time meerly A" 
an 
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and tor che {ignitication nothing at all, bur cven as other the like 


- bulks and bodies of Wood, or Earth, or other ſubſtance, that lie 


floating in deep waters, which by Winds, or other natural moti- 
ons do ſtirre,are diverſly raiſed or depreſſed ; ſo theſe , at ſome 
time,are ſo carryed by ſome natural cauſe, not ſo fully appearing 
to mens underſtanding. And if once,or twice,in many Ages,ſuch 
an accident fall out,at,or before the death of an Heir, as ecafily ir 
may come to paſle,this hath more force to give Wings unto ſuch 
a flying Report, than ten Experiences tothe contrary ſhall ever 
call in again. To ſay nothing,thar Chriſtian Faich and Religion 
teacheth,the Heirs of thar, and of every other noble houſe,thar as 


| they want not PrediQions every day and hour that they live, to 


tell them that they ſhall die ; ſo muſt they never look for ſuch a 
priviledge , as to havea meſſenger to tell them the certain time 
when itſhall be. 

But I ſtay too long upon this :I could wiſh,thar thoſe Trees may 


 lielong unſeen ; ſo that we till fee the worthy Owner of that 


magnificent place Sir william Brereton Knight, to continue ſtill a 
worthy Governour in his Countrey 3 a man, whom the world ac- 
knowledgeth to have ſpent his ſtudy,his care,his years, even now 
co a full maturity, in the upright managing of the great Aﬀairs of 
the Countrey, both for the Military Forces, and for the Politicall 


Government, with admirable commendatien,and ſingular integri- 


ty. 

y I might ſpeak of the ſtately houſe of Breretoz, being one ofthe 
fineſt compleat Buildings of Brick in this County, But to paſle it 
over,haſting to other places,having firſt told you, that Brerezon be- 
ing a Pariſh the ſaid Sir wilLam Brereton is Patron theteof. 

To paſſe over thoſe great ſpacious Heaths and Commons, that 
lie every way diſperſed in this part of the Hundred ,which as they 
have in long continuances been cropt and ſnipt round about their 
Borders on every fide : ſo, the induſtry of future of Ages, and po- 
pulouſneſſe of all places , if it ſhould encreaſe as it hathdone, 
would bring them in time to a narrower compaſle. Ve come next 
to theParith of Auftbury,a goodly Church, with a _-> Spire Stee-. 
ple, and the Weſt Porch of it as high as the Porch it {elf. | 
In the Church-yard are two very ancient Monuments of ſtone, 
being theSepulchres ofKnights,whoſe portraitures lye upon them. 
their: Eſcuchions have barres, which may , for ought can-be 
known, except the Colours were known, be aſcribed ro the An- 
ceſtors of the Breretons, Venables, or Mainwairings, though there 
be alſo ſome others that put in claims to them. 

This Pariſh of 4 extendeth far,and to the Precin&s there- 
of appertain many of thoſe Houſes of Note, which we have al- 
ready, and ſhall yet mention in this view, 
| The goodly Parſonage alſo we may not omit, which hath for 
Seat a very ancient convenient houſe, even juſt at the Eaſt end of 


the Church-yard; the ReRory there having been of long time as 
it were, bulicd in other affairs, now begins to prepare her ſelf for 


che 
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the centercainment- of -her worthy Incumbent; Mr.' Archdeacon 
Dodde,: before' mentioned in Namptwich Hundred, who ate like 
ſhortly:to have a glad mecting to rejoyce more ſweetly togethet 
for ever hereafter.

This Pariſh alſo boaſts ir ſelf ro be the mother of Congleton+ or 
Congerton; from the ancient name of Anthonr of Condate, Which 
Town of Corgerton being a fine frequented mercare, and'{citujite 
upon the River Daze 3 and another ſmaller broek there 'called 
Hoptie, hath been long of great eſtimation,: and graced' with 'the 
dignity of'a Maior and fix Aldermen for their government; atid 
they have had a handſome Chappel in the Town, though they 
acknowledge Auſtbury their Pariſh Church, + ALLIS 
And hence we purpole to take direQion at this ſtream'of Dare, 
to'lead-us- unto the view of the reſt of this Hundred, Beyond 
walfield lyeth the Vater called Daze-Irch.

And theſe Gentlemen it ſeems had their names from the 'riext 
- neighbouring Pariſh' called Swetenham, which ſtands upon'the 
ſame ſide of the Daxe, and hath a-lictle Church and a ReQory by 
t, being a good Bencfice in thegift of Sir Joh» Davenport Knight. 
And there we think-good to ſtep over Daze inthe Demain'ot 'Da- 
verport, and take notice of thoſe places which lye betwixt 'this 
River andthe Cyoco, till we come tothe meeting place of thoſe two 
Waters. The firfk whereof is the Sear and Scite of Davenport, 
vulgarly' Darport, - a- moſt ancient poſſeſſion of the Davewports 
Kuights and Eſquires'of good account, the preſent owner whete- 
of 1s Sir Johz Davenport Knight, who in «Az» 1617. being high 
Sheriffe'of the County, mo. perfarming his ſervice and duty 50 
his excellent Majeſtie here in his Highnefſe progreſſe, at'his ta- 
king leave-in the confines of the County, his Majeſty not- onely 
gave him thanks for his attendance, bur of his Royall benignity 
called him to come ncar him, and beſtowed him the degree

way out of. Lancaſhire towards London 3 And where. allo that. 
bridge is built by Jo, Nedham Eſquire, winoſe Heir now Sir Robert 
Neabam of Shaumgton in the County of Salop. Knight, hath here a 
Demean and fair Lens in this Lordſhip. ; . | 

And next tothis, we come to Cottos, a ſeat of-an ancient deſcent 
of the ſame name, the Heirs thcreof now in Minority;: to which

compoſe ſuits and troubles : wherein that Gentleman the owner, 
as well forhis greatexperience in the praRique proceedings of 
Law Cauſes, as for his ſingular humanity and gentleneſſe, was 
very famous ; his ſon and heir is Lawrence winnington. 

Nearunto which lyes Twemlow , and therein an ancient ſcat of 
the Boothes of Twemlow Gentlemen, And ſo we paſle into that 
{patious Precin& of Rudheath,a wide Common, containing a large 
circuir, and which hath in old time had a Sanuary in ity with 
priviledges thereunto, ſuch as howſoever intended by thoſe Foun-

And ſo we will retire back tothe Veſt fide of Radbeath again, 
becauſe we will not loſe the fight of our former guide the Daze, - 
till ir bring us to the furtheſt point of this Hundred, and where iz 
yields up name and ſtream and all into weever, 

Firſt then from bchind Raverſcroft, where we were even now, * 
paſſing along by #retton, and by whatcroft ; where we may note 
tte goodly demean of Draklowes, now in poſſeſſion of the Heires of 
the houſe of woudbey; We leave Shurlach upon our right hand, 
wherein are ſome Freeholders and other good Farmers, we come 
nearer Daze, and rake a view of Shzptroke, which as it once gave 
rame to a Barony of one of the Barons of the Earls of Cheſter, fo 
Rill it boaſts no lefle at this day to have an owner, thart is, and is 
like to be. of greater degree, then they were : the Honourable Sir 
Thomas Savage formerly mentioned, | ; 

And now where this Wedding is kept between weever and

the middeſt of the County, and ſo well for wravell every way, 
that it ſeems fit, and is oft allotted to the meetings of the chick 
Goycruours in the County, for the great affairs, One ſtreet there- 
of called wytton,yields obedience to the Fee and Barony of Kinder- 
tor, the'chief owner of them, and the whole Town, within the 

 Chappelty, for {© they term it, though :it have & very fair 
Church: called #y#oz, the name of that Lordſhip mounted aloft 
upon a bank, that overviews the Town of Northwich: And is 
_ Church, though a member, asI rake it, of great Budwarth 
ariſh, 

There is alſo a free Grammar School endowed with 
Lands, founded. by Sir Job» Days Prieſt, born in Shurlach, a lictle 
before mentioned, Who was Parſon of one of the St. Bartholomews 
in Loxder; and amongſt other Lands gave unto this School the 
Saracer's Head in the City of Cheſter. 

Let us paſle on-zo #izc-ham next adjoyning, where there is a 
Scat of the Harcourts of that place, now the poſſeſſion of Richard

Along this Lordſhip runs the River Peever Eye, which hath gi- 
ven name to two great Lordſhips, Neather Peeter, the Parochiall 
Chappell whereof belonging to great Budworth, is within this 
Hundred, and part of the Townthip is in Bucklow Hundred: And 
Over-Peever in Bucklow Hundred, which we ſhall ſee more fully; 
when we come again to the ſame Water's other fide ; and to

'T - Scituation of Macclesfield Hundred bordering the 


County upon the Eaſt, and North-Eaft, calls ns now to 

enter into it 3 .and that we may quickly do, being- near 

unto one corner of it, The whole ſhape of which Hun- 
dred, ſaving that the lines of it on each fide ſhoot in many bights 
and bendings, which makes ir like an irregular Polygon ; I would 
elſe ſay, came neareſt unto a juſt ſquare, adding, to te Angle thar 
looks Northweſt, that one point, which in the old reſemblance of 
the whole County by Wraiters, to an Eagles right wing , is the 
point of the wing's firſt feather reaching forth beyond all the reſt 
of her Feathers, trom the place, where Merzey and the Gozs Va- 
ters mect togerher beyond Stockport, and thooting in between a 
part of Lancaſhire on the North, and a part of Derbyſhire on the 
Eaſt, roucherh with her utrermoſt point upon Yorkſhire in the 
North-eaſt. 
— We ſtep therefore over that Warct that runs through Alaſtock, 
into the large Precin&s of the w#th:ngtons, whereof one part is 
called Old withingtor ; in which there is a fair ſear anciently de- 
rived frow his Anceſtors tro Thomas Baykemuile Efquire. | 
Here we hold it beſt ro keep the right hand border of the Hun- 


dred,which taking Aarton in our way,a great Lordſhip of Sitfohx 


Datenports,and wherein there is a goodly Mere, from whence that 

water runs,which goes by the Loftoeks to Northwich;and then going 

by Eaton and North Rhode, we enter npon the huge Precin& 'of Bo- 

fteigh, where Daze _ to be very (urly, and rakes a pride to be

as it were Keeper or Citcler in one fide ofthe ſpacious Forecſt of 
ET Maccles- 
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Macclesfield,which here greatly enlargeth it icli into Hills and Yal- 
Jeys,whereof the highelt is that lofty cop of Shut/znghaw Hill ; con- 
cerning which, 1 leave {ome Fables to be told by them that are 
Neighbours ro.it, And the other more Northerly towards 24ac- 
clesfeld,where ſtands the Chamber in the Forreſt,and there point- 
ing you toa Hill,where are ſet the three Shire-ſtones,the. points of 
three ſhires there meeting,we turn our courſe back again, becauſe 
ina walk or two toand fro,in the middle of the great ſquare, we 
ſhall ſee the bulk of this whole Hundred, Weſtward from the 
Shire-ſtones,over the Forreſt,lies Razzow ; and next thcreunto Sut- . 
z02,which gave name,and hath continued in that ſeat of a Family 
of great worth and worſhip of the Suttozs, which now lately, by 
marriage of one of the Siſters tothe laſt Owner thereof Kichard 
Sutton Eſquire,untimely deceaſed, is inveſted ina greater, and 
now enjoyed by the right worthy and worſhipfull great learned 
Lawyer Humphrey Daverport Eſquire, now Sergeant at Law, of 
moſt revcrend eſtimation,a Brother to Sir will;amDaverport, of the 
houſe of Broomhall. Of this houſe of Suttoz,was that ever famous 


 Knighr, and great Patron of Learning Sir Rchard Sutton,one of the 


Founders of the famous Colledge of Brazen-zoſe in Oxford, where 
by.his bounty -, much of our Cheſhsre youth receive moſt worthy 
education in all good Learning,and trne Religion. | 

Hereabouts do meet ſeveral little Brooks that have their origi- 
nal among the Hills in the Forreſt, and now make a fair {tream 
called Bolzzywhich when it hath conduQed us ro Macelesfieldy we 
will leave it bending its courſe Northward, cill we meet wig ic 
again anon, and ſhall draw help from it in our walk back agdin. 
Macclesfield, or Maxfield Town, may well give name ts the whole 
Hundred ; for your eye will tell you,that it muſt nceds be of great 
antiquity,if no other Argument did prove it ; as, namely, givin 
name to that famous Forreſt, The manners of Buildings 1n it, an 
the great Priviledges and Juriſdi&ions , both in the Government 
of the Town, having been a Maior-Town of an ancient Foundati- 
on,and their forrein Court ; which, from the Liberties of the For- 
reſt,do maintain ſtill a great Power and Command far off in that 
Hundred; In this Town are yet ſcen ſome ruines of the ancient 
Mannour houſe of the renowned Duke of Buckezgham,who (as yet 
report gocth) kept there his Princely Reſidence abour the time of 
King Edward the 4th, of whoſc great Hoſpitality there, much by 
tradition is reported, The Church there, is a very fair and large 
Church,bur is within the Pariſh of Preſtbury, and 1s, indeed,burt a 
Chappel of the ſame Pariſh. | 

The ſame Chappel, upon the South {ide of the Chancel, may 
ſcem to be there founded of ſpecial purpoſe for the intombing of 
their noble Race by him of their own name Thomas Savage,a great 
learned Biſhop of Lozdon,and Archbiſhop of Tort, who alfo built 
there a-Coffedge , which ſince hath had his period among o- 
thers. ;

Oathe South of Xacclesfield, we ſee firſt Ridge, ſo called of the 
ſcituation no doubt, and is a Lordſhip, with-a fair houſe and de- 
mean of the Lezghs of that houſe, now the Poſlefhon of Johz Letgh 
of Ridge Eſquire : From whence we Weſterly go to Gouſworth, 
where ſtands the Church of Gouſworth, | |

Knights of a long continued race, and of great worth, the laſt of 
the name Sir Eaward Phitton, advanced to be a Baroner, which

-::The next goodly Lordſhip, Houſe and Demean offering it felf 
to our view -is Henbury, an ancient continued Sear' of one race of 
that name, -which have beenthere Knights and Eſquires of great 
account ;z-- about theſe two/laſt rehearſed Lordſhips begin Pret- 
ty Brooks, whichanite themſelves at Capeſthorn, a great'Lordſhip 
and —_ nameto the ancient Seat of theprards, Gen- 
tlemen of good-worth, and foruns down'by Pephall, to Chelford, a 
Chappelry and fine Lordſhip, near which 'Rtands a Brick houfe 
built by one of the ancient diſcent of Fallowes : And not far off 
the like erced by one of the ſaid Houſe of the ards of Capeſthory, 
and is called wards of Monksheath, | m_ 
And here we tarn Northward by Brrtles, where otie or two 
' Gentlemen of that name have their ancicnt Seats ſcituate upon a 
fine Brook, which begins in the Hills beſides Macclesfield, and at 
Cheldford joyns with the other, that came from Henbury and Gouſ- 
worth ; And ſo they both make up the River Peever Eye. .' 

- But now we keep us by the Confines of this Hundred, and paſl- 
ſing along by Smelſtoz, we come to eAlderleigh, where ' we behold 
afar off both the Pariſh Church, and near toit a very gallant 
houſe and Scat of that worthy ſtem of the Standleys, derived from 

| the Honourable diſcent of theEarls of Derby, late the poſſeſſion 
of Sir Tho, Stazley Knight, of much eſteem, and how of Tho, Sta#- 
ley Eſquire, his hoes a man like ro upho[d'the worthy accompt 
of his Anceſtors, More conſpicuous is this place, by the Beacon 
mounted upon an eminent Hill over the Town. A device, which 
in that and other high places in all Counties in England uſed in 


times paſt, and may be again, if God be not more mercitull then 
we 
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we detcrvcy to great purpolc, in time of unvaſions, or inſurrecti- 
ons. 

The Parſon of that Church is to be preſented by t he ſaid Mr, 
Stanley,” The difſcent of this Hill brings us pref cntly to Chorletgh, 
where one other Eſquiers Scat late of. the Davenports of Chorlezgh 
ſhews it ſelf. And a little further a fair old houſe belonging ro 
the Trafjords, great Knights of Trafford in Lancathire. And fo we 
come. to wimbaldſhey, or wimſlan, a Pariſh of large extent, the 
Church there a very air one. | 

Within this Pariſh more Eaſtward , is a fair Houſe and 
a Park, called Bolzz Bark, of Sir George Boothes Knight and Baro- 
net ; and on the other {ide a fine new houſe built hy John Lathwn 
a Gentleman of Lancaſhire deceaſed, now poſlefled by John Main- 
wairing Gentleman, a young ſon of the Houſe of peever, And be- 
low that a very ancient Seat and Demean in the Townſhip of 
Pownehal, the poſſeſſion of the beſt race of the Newtons, and none I 
cake ir of them yet in minority. | 

From whence taking with us a little Chappelry called Zom- 
l:igh, where our next view muſt be of Haraford, | a very goodly 
Lordſhip, fair houſe and demean of the Breretors of Hanford, 1a 
called, for their chief abode in that Seat, whereof have been ma- 
mg Knights and Eſquiers, and now a young t6wardly Gen- 

man not yet of age, but of great hope, and like to prove noting 

inferiour to his worthy Anceſtors, ITE 
- ;Nextto this let us fetch the view of Chedle a goodly Lordſhip, 
or rather rwo great TS Yor by enter-marriages with the 
ancient Owners, came at laſt to be fir Portionsto go to two great 
names, the one of the Savages formerly mentioned, and the other 
of Buckleys, who have been of ſo great Commands and accompr in 
Angleſey, and have herea fair houſe ofthe old Timber building, 
near to which ſtands the Pariſh Church. 
We have onely in the fartheſt nook Northerly of this Hundred 
a handſome Town and Pariſh Church covered called Northerden, 
or Norden, {cituareupon the brink of Merſey , the. moſt of whoſe 
greaceſt Pariſhioners we ſhall hit upan.in another Hundred , and 
{o we bend our courle to Stockport. | | 
Upon one round Hill hath this Town of Stockport been built, the 

ſummity,or top whereof,affords the Market-place,and convenient 
room for the Church ; and for the Parſonage, which are very tair 
ones,the right of preſentation belonging to the Worſhipful houſe 
of Poyton, the $kirt of the Hill beautified with many fair Buil- 
dings ;and half abour the skirc of it runs Merſey; with great force 
or rather fury, under a great ſtone-bridge , which divides them 
from Larcaſhire ; it is a great market, and much. frequented by 
dwellers far remote,their Government by a Maior and Aldermen; 
| burthe Seignory rhere,chiefly belonging tothe Owners of the an- 

cient Barony , here having been one of the Barons of the Earls of 
Cheſter,called the Baron of Stockport, which hath deſcended tothe 


tarens of. Potnton,whoſe Heir is now in minority, ; 
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From S:«kport, near anorthcr waict calicd Zane Which takes 
beginning Eaſterly amongſt the Hills in and ncar unto Ly. Park, 
we come by Brambal,a very fair Lordſhi p,D«mcan,and tair houle, 
of the grear name of Dateaperts of Branbail , the ownce whereot 
now Sir william Daveaport Knight, Mr. Serjear.t Dater ports cldd ft 
brother ; to which houle lics a Park, and all things fic tor a wor- 
ſhiptul ſear.But we will leave Brae on our Ictt hand,to take with 
us a fight of woodford,where is another Houſc and Demean of Da- 
Leaports, a branch of that of Brembal, now Wwillian: Daterports of 
woodford E\quire, : 

And paſling along by Nexhall,we come to that ſpacious and ſer- 
till Demean of A«tz»gton, the chict ſeat of that Race of Lerghs of 
Adlington , which 1s one of the great Names of Gentry 1nthis 
County, whereof theſe have tad a very ancicnt continuance here 
from many Knights and Eſquires, down to the preſent Owner Sit 
Urian Leigh Knight, who hath made it a ſtately arid commodious 
houſe of late,and hath a Park and Chappel thcreunto,being with- 
in the great Pariſh of Preſt&ury : of which worthy, and well defcr- 
ving Knight, I might ſay much for his ſufficiency, in Government 
of bis Countrey,both in the Civill and Military Aﬀeairs thercof,in 
which he bach no ſmall experience, being in his youth much ad- 
diced to the Wars, and fetched his Knighthood from that worthy 
and famous ſurprizing of Cadiz, by the renowred Rebert Earl of 
Eſſex, _ the remembrance whereof, is yct freſh in Span, and other 

ces,which was in Azzo 1595, Inthe Precin& of which Lord- 
ſhip, he bath alſo built anothcr hne Sear, called the Mzil-bouſe, 
there ſtanding by it a Mill upon a Brook,called Falitromecoming 
from a Lordſhip of that name. And ſo by Newton Chappel within 
Preſtbury Pariſh aforeſaid ,* we come to the ſpacious Lordſhip of 
Butleigh,the Lands allo of the ſaid Sir #riaz; and fo to Bollingion, 
{cituate upon the Bollzy, onthe other fide whereof, lics the fair 
houſe and dcmean and Jands of the heirs. of Sir George Caluely 

Knight,before-mentioned,called Mottram Andrew: and next unto 
that the great Pariſh of Preſtbury, which is impropriate; the an- 
cient Rent belonging ro the Dean and Chapitcr oft Chefter , but 
hath a Vicarage, and the Tythes belonging to the ſaid Sir #r19 
Leigh. Taking notice onely of a fair Brick-houſe, then ſhort of 
Atacclesfield,built of late years by Mr.Stapleten, called #ptor Hall ; 
we turn us almoſt Northward again ; and ſtepping over the Bohu 
by T:ddertoz,an ancicnt feat and fair demean ot the warthes, an an- 
cient Race, now Jaſper worthes Eſquire , we may wanccr a while 
20 the Hills. and Downs of the Forreſt,till we come to Oterioz.zand 

then taking with us Potchappel and Sr7ggtey, 'a great Lereſhip of 
the Downs,we come firſt to #ptox, and prefently to Taxa, d 


when wehave caſt our cye upon #healey bridge, the urmeſt Con- 


fines and Paſſage into a part of Der{1jhwe, and Diftley, we turn us 
almoſt full Weſt again ro come ro Lime z the ſtately ſcat and ſci- 


. tuation whercof, with the larye and ſpacicus Park, richly ſtored 
with Red and Fallow Decs, with all other farncfic for Lordly de. 


lighrs 
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lights,may well ſhew the worthy diſcent of that great Family and 
name of the Zerghs of Lyme;of whom,though there have been ma- 
ny famous Knights, and renowned Owners, yet none more com- 
pleat and accompliſhed in generous and heroical vertues, then Sir 
Peter Lergh,now the Poſlcſlour thereofza noble Gentlemanzand of 
great reſpec, 

From rhence,we follow the Brook afore-mentioned.,till we come 
to Potntngton,or Pornton,a very ancient and fair old feat of the war- 
rens of Potnton, whom we mentioned, even now; the Inheritors of 
the Barony of Stockport, with a fair Park lying to it 3 and next to 
it, a gallant Lordſhip and Chappelry of ond therein the 
fair ſeat and demean of the H:des, another ancient and famous dif- 
cent,the now enjoyer thereof, Hamret Hyde Eſquire,for his wiſdom 
and moderation,a man of much eſteem. 

Between this,and the Gozt water, lies Tork:ntor, giving name to 
Gentlemen that rhcre have their ſeat, and have had their breed- 
ing ; beyand which, we come next to Aerpool, and there the Gore 
meets with Merzey. 

We will therefore but take a little view of a fair houſe at 2le- 
end,the Manſion of wi{iam Davenport Eſquire, and heir to Sir wl- 
liam Davenport;and next to that of Offertox, where was an ancient 
Race of Winningtors, Gentlemen of good worth : but now by mar- 
riage, come unto Lawrence wright, Gent. and another parc of the 
ſame Lordſhip, ro Henry Bradſhaw, a Gentleman deſervedly well 
eſtcemed, And here paſſing over the Gott to the Goit-hall, a Man- 
ſion of the omnaperes of Henbury, formerly mentioned, we take 
view next of Bredbury,the Lands now of the Arderns Eſquires. 

And now upon that water, which not far off meets with Mer- 
zey,and is called Tame,coming out originally from rorkſbire , but 
here divides Cheſbire from Lancaſhire: We ce firſt Porwoodhall, on 
the other fide the River 5; but entring into that long inlet which 
we ſpake of, which makes the ſirerched out firſt feather of our Ea- 
gles Wing, we go over at the new bridge beyond Stockport ; and 
not far thence,we ſce Harden a fair houſe,and great demean of the 
eAraerzs,men of good place,and long continuance,now Henry Ar- 
derns Eſquire : from which, leaving on our right hand, that great 
Mountain,called whermith Low,where the Davenports have goodly 
Poſleſſions ; and at the foot of which, towards the Merzey, lies an 
old Dear and Deauly Chappel, ſo people call deſert places out of 
company,and reſort: called badchappel,wh ere ſeems to zave been 
{ome Monkiſh Cell, we come by Dokkenfield, a very ancient ſeat of 
Eſquires of that name,and now the ſeat of Mr. Dokkenfield,a young 
Gentleman,for his ſobriety and wiſdome, growing into much re- 
putation, 

Near unto which, is alſo Newton, the ſeat of a Race ſo called, 
Gentlemen of good account ; and beyond ir Matleigh, a Townſhip 


belonging to the Lordſhip of Stealy, wherein Sir George Booth Kr, 


and Baronet, hath a fine old Mannour houſe, called Stealey Hall : 
And hereabouts, both on this fide the water Tame, and beyond, 
M m 2 goodly 
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goodly Lands,and great Poflethons, Burt-we will bene our courſe 
Eaftward,coming next to Godleigh, a Townſhip where Mr, Maſste 
ot, Sale hath Lands,and beyond it H atterſley, another Townſhip of 
Sir George Booths,reaching down to Merzey,by fide whereof ftands 
anothcr Hall of his,callcd Bothwms Hall, which hath anciently had 
a Park init. 

. Along by Merzey water, lies the ſtately Lordſhip of Mottramin 
Longdendale, and on the top of the Hill the Town, and the goodly 
fair Pariſh Church, to which all theſe aforeſaid Towns, and the 
reſt yer behind in this Tract do belong, and yeer the Churchan 
_ Parſonage, being an impropriation to the Lord Biſhop of 

er, 

The chief Seignory and Lordſhip Paramount of the whole Pa- 
riſh,belonging to the Crown ; and by grant to Sir Richard wilbra- 
[a » Knight and Baroner,and his Heirs Males in Fee-farm for ever, 
Within the Precincts of chart lics an inferiour Lordſhip,and there- 
in an ancient ſeat and diſcent ofthe fame name, with the place, 
called Holzngworth of Hollingworth; and within it alſo a branch ot 
ewo of Gentlemen of the ſame name, | 

Beyond which, lies Tzzcht:l,or Tingetwiſſel, which Ihave heard 
many report,hath in old time;carried the name of a Burrongh, and 
hath alſo held a Leet within it ſelf ; bur it contents it {elf now to 
_ principal member of the Lordſhip of cMHottram in Longden- 
dale. 

Aqnd all this Trad yet goeth under'the name of Longden; fetch- 
ing in within the Bounds of ir a greatCircuit of the Mooriſh Mam 
tarus;atthe furthermoſt end whereof Weſterly, ſtands Aecle- 
kwft,a member of Tincht:ll.; and further Northerly, a Chappel for 
the caſe of thoſe remote Pariſhioners from Aottram Church. And 
then the wcodhead.a place wel known to the weary Travellers,that 
come over thoſe Mountains and'craggy Ways in Torkſhrre, And 
here _ we take up our reſt for this Journey through Macclesfield 
Hundred,

uſt to that anger Figure, which they call Iſocheles Oxigo- 
dum, think I fittelt to reſemble the ſhape of Buclowe Hundred, 

having baretwo equal {ides,and three acute Angles; the firſk 
of which,points upon Cheffordin the edge of Macclesfield hun- 
dred : the ſecond,upon Stretford,on the 'rother fide Merzey in Lan- 
caſhire ; And the third, which is the ſharpeſt Angle, points upon 
that Water, which is called the great confluence of yeever and 
Merzey,ovet againſt Trodſbam about weſtor, 

And not amiſs may it ſeem,here to begin our view of this Hun- 
dred at the ſaid weſtoz ſo called,no doubr;of the {cituation,having 
relation to three other Towns near it, Southeaſt and North, of the 
like nominations :;this Townſhip hath long belonged to thcLords 
of Dutton, And ſo we next behold the magnificent Fabrick of Rock- 
ſavage,over-looking the VVaters,and goodly Marſhes, round about 
the $kirrs of it 3 and ſo contrived in the {cituation,that from the 
lower Meadows,there is a fine cafie aſcent up upon the face of the 
houſe ; which,as you approach neerer ſtill ro ir;fills your eye wich 
more delight, as it is the nature of ttue beauty : and to ſee now 
the late additions of deleable Gardens, Orchards, and Walks, 
would make oneſay ir longs to. be the abode of ſo honourable a 
Maſter,as it doth ſervice to ; bur his worth is like to have employ- 
ment,where honour her ſelf cannot give too much attendance. . - 

Yetnever fince the foundation of it, was it more graced, then 
when ir pleaſed our gracious Soveraign in Ano 1617, toaccept 
the Princely Entertainment , which there for his Majeſty , and 
whole Train was prepared by the honourable Sir Thomas Savate : 
his Royal Majeſty taking his repaſt there, and killing a Buck in 
Halton Park,after he was that morning come from Zewſey, -wherc 
his Highneſſe had lien at the right worſhipful Sir Thomas Irelands 
now .

We behold from hence, upon the height of chat high Hill, be- 
yond Rockſevage,the Town and Caſtle of Halton, which I ſuppoſe 
might firſt take name from the Haut, or high ſcituation. 
The Caſtle is till a goodly piece of Building, and was ar firſt 
rang to beboth the dwelling and fate Hold of a' great Comiman-

Luc rounder nereof tirit either Hugh Lupus, ( that Kiniman of 
the Conquerour william) who was firſt Ear] of Cheſter of the Nor- 
man Line: or elſe Nigellu,or Neila,to whom Lupis gave this among 
other great gifts, when he made him Conſtable of Cheſter by te- 
nure and ſcrvice. By his Poſterity, this Caſtle came atterwargs 
tro the houſe of Lazcaſter, and remains as yet a prinsipal member 
of that great Durtchie, and. maintains ſtill a larfe juriſdiction, 
which extends far into the Countrey : they call it Haltoz Fee, or 
The Homour of Halton,holding a Court of Record,Priſon, and many 
priviledges within themſelves, | 

Beyond this,at the fide of the water,where they call it the mouth 
of Merzey, ſtands Runcorn, where now we ce nothing buta fair 
Pariſh Church, a Parſonage impropriate, belonging ro Chriſt- 
Chutch in Oxford, a Vicarage, and a few ſcattered Tenements : | 
there was ſometimea religious houſe of great receipt,and was the 
foundation of Elfeda,that noble Mercian Lady, who here,and elſe- 
where, did ſuch wondrous works. ; 

Ando we ſtep to Norton, which lies at the North skirt of Hal- 
tor hill, which is now a goodly and a fruitful demean: And no mar- 
vel,for hcre william, the Son of Neil above-mentioned, tonnded the 
Abbey of Nortor,and richly endowed the ſame;which atter thoſe 
unworthy Owners were diſplaced, came to bethe poſſeſſions of 
the Brocks,a worthy race of moſt ancient Gentlemen, and now be- 
longs to Sir Richard Brook Knight, a man of much eſteem for many 
worthy vertues, Whoſe Grandfather, the firſt owner, after the 
diſſolution of the Abbey,was Richard Brook Eſquire , or Sir Rc, 
Brook a valiant Knight of the Rhodes, diſcended from the houſe of 
the Brooks of Leighton, ancient Gentlemen , mentioned before in 
Nanptwich Hundred, | 

Neer this lies Stockham , but- out courſe ſhall bend towards 
Merzey,. where taking notice of Ketchwick, and of that ſpacious 
Valecalledthe Moor,then we ſee Afor Grange,ſome of the pretty 
Dayrie Plats that belonged rothe Abbot. We rake with us Dareſ- 
bury,a pretty Pariſh Church,and by the fide of 'ir a fair houſe and 
demean of a long continued diſcent of the Daziels, and now Mr. 
Dariels, and Preſton called Preſton on the Hill, We fo paſs by 
Grimſeich,a very ancient ſcat of Gentlemen, of the ſame name, and 
now poficſſed by Johz Grimſeich,Gentleman + And ſo we come to 
Stretton,a Chappel within great Budworth Pariſh,ſtanding there in 
the Strect,or Road-way to Warrington ; And in that town the Hall 
of Strettoz, a moſt ancient ſear, of along deſcended Line of the 
Starkees of Stretton,the Owner thereof, now Maſter Starkey, a Gen- 
tleman very aged, that by a healthful conſtitution of body, hath.

cords, a walled Town of no {mall bigneſſe and account, built by 
King &dward, Father to the Co. feſfor z and which notes the anti- 
quity , thoſe walls, madeof Trunks of Trees , pitched in the 
| 69g other materials faſtened therewith: VVhich Mr.{amb- 

en ſaith may appear well in che Word Del and wal in the Sax- 
on language, 

Upwards on our right hand,we ſee then Bradeley, the ſeatof the 
Greggs,Gentlemen well reſpeQed ; And next, High Leigh, which I 
would think gave names to all the renowned rages of that name in 
this County ; but perhaps I ſhould be plunged in theevidences 
tor it,becauſe ſo many houſes, not in this County onely,bur in ma- 
ny others,carry this name. But this is plain , that two diſtin 
- Diſcents of the ſame name, have their ſeats in the ſame place, 
and there have continucd in a long ſacceſſion of their Anceſtors, 
Knights and Eſquires of much worch z whichtwo, as they arc one 
in nate, fo have their Houſes, their Chappels, and their De- 
means,neighbouring one to another,as near as can be,whercof one 
is Tho, Lesgh, the other Peter Leigh,Eſquires. 

Beyond this we take with us #:/kngton, which gives name alſo 
toa houſe and Gentleman of a long and good diſcent ; And 
gon the Pariſh Church ( impropriate and belonging to 
Chriſt-Church in Oxford, and a Vicaridge there) ſtanding over a 
ſpatious and goodly Mere,whoſe waſte waters help to cnlarge the 
Bolia River; but we ſtay to look tore Weſterly again to that 
greg: Lordſhip, Pariſh, and Precin& of Lyme, which reacheth 

own again to Merzey fide, In which Precin& we ſee the Houſes 
of Dumirile, ancient Eſquires of thar place, 

And here we will go over at Warburton, from whence that great 
name of worth took firſt beginning, and where the moſt worthy 
and chict of them, Mr. #/arburten of Arley hath now the fcite of an 
ancient Houſe ,- Demean , and.

Next to this is the well known Pariſh Church, and Townſhip 
of Bodoz conſpicuous tar off, ſcituate upon a Hill, and ſtanding in 
a Road both to Marchefter, and Stockport, 

And'though the Church being not greatly accompanied with 
houſes where it ſtands ; yet at the foot of the hill ir ſhews you

Beyond which we fſce towards the right hand a Gentlemans 
Seat called the Riddings, anciently poſleſied by the YVawaries, a 
name of long continuance, and on the left hand Portzngton, where 
have been ſeated alſo Gentlemen of that name ; and along by 
Merzey (ide Carrington, giving name to one of great diſcent, and 
yet gentlemen of good accompt ſocalled, VVe come by A4filoz, 
and to Sale, the ancient ps and Seat of the cHaffzes of Sale, 
who have been of great place, the Owner now Ja. Maſſie Elq. 
Here we are at the other acute point of this Hundred, which we 
ſaid, pointed at Stretton in Lancaſhire, 

And we therefore turn as cHerzey doth, who will keepus com- 
p_y till we come almoſt to Northden again, where we bid that 

amous River farewell, And we look Southward again upon 
witharſhaw a goodly on ſtately houſe, the manſion of 

Tottoxs , men of great worſhip and dignity. A race of them 
for a diſcent or two through the variable inconſtancy of all mor- 
tall happineſſe much eclipſed. And the heir of that houſe,though 
a Gentleman of rare ſufficiency, and parts, anſwerable every way 
to the great worth of his Anceſtors, Yet by troubles and encum- 
brances,whereunto greateſt eſtates are oft ſubje&, obſcured : that 
he never yet ſhined in his own ſphear ; and the chiefeſt hope now

Next _— unto this is a goodly Demean and ancient Seat 
of the Leighs of Buggaleigh, Gentleman of great worſhip, the 
Owner now X:cþ. Le:zgh Eſquire, from which we come 1mme- 
diately to a Lordſhip, and therein a fair ancient Seat and Demean 
called 7:mperley, belonging to Mr. Brereton of Aſhley, ro which 
we need bur ſtep over the Bolzz water ; though hereabouts I think 
tliey call it R:»gey Brook, by reaſon of ſome other - ſtream _ 
Into it to come into the chiet demean and goodly ſeat of the ſai 
mi.1am Breretoz of Aſhley Eſquire, a Gentleman, that by his wor- 
thy parts of wiſdome, gravity, and all due circumipeRtion, addes 
much honour to his name, and deſerved advancement to his own 
houſe z and near to it upon a green ſide welee a very neat fine late 
erected Gentlemanlike houſe of Brick. 
We come thence to Mobberley, where the chief parts of that 
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tamous Lordſhip bath belonged to tne tamous Talturs of Grafion, 
who are now aſcended to the title of the Earldom of Shrenſtary, 
and part alſo to the Lerceſters, of the Houſe of Tift 5 but we may 
here take view cf a fair Church, and a goodly Par{onage, where - 
our worthy Dean of Cheſter now often makes his reſidence, the 
Patronage whercof by purchaſe (I take it} will come to his heirs. 
And here is alſo a fine contrived ncw houſe of brick, the Owner 
whereof is Mr. Rob.

So our next view lycs upon Tattoz, ſometime the Houſe, De- 
mean and Lordſhip of the Breretors of Worſley,of an ancient diſcenr 
in Laxcaſbrre, now-failing through want of heirs, and inveſted in 
the right honourable the Ear] ot —_—_— | 

We are here come to the principal Market Town in this Hun- 
dred, which they call Xzutsford, the name coming trom Curutr:, 
upon what occafion I find not; indeed a fine market,and pleaſang- 
ly (cituate. That wherc the Market is kepr,is calſed Nether Kautſ- 

ford; and the other part of the Town ſcituate Higher, which are 
ſeparated by a Brook which they call the Brckzz, calledthe highcr 
rown 3 and ſomewhat remote from thence the Parochial Chap- 
pel,which is within Zofthorz Pariſh, And the neather rown having 
alſo a Chappel in it for Divinc Service, and a Town-houſe,where 
the Juſtices and Magiſtrates of the Countrey keep their Seſſions, 
and other meetings of that nature, The market greatly frequent- 
ed,and the town extraordinarily well traded, which I have been 
induced tothink hath riſca from this, thar ic 1s on every {ide beſct 
and environed with Gentlemens houſes, who by ſhortning their 
own journeyes to other Markets, have encouraged the Tradeſmen 
there to be turniſhed with all needtul Commodities. The Seigno- 
ry hereof belongeth to the ſaid Right Honourable Earl laſt above- 
mentioned, 

Near unto this is ſcituate that fair Scat called Booths, which 
though it may well be ſuppoſed to have given originally rhe name 
to another Line of great Vorſhip, yer hath been lotig poſleſied by 
thoſe Leighs, called- Leigh of Booths, whereof- have. been many 
ge and Eſquires, and the owner thereof ngw william Leigh 

uire, 

Northweſt from hence we will not Icave unviewed the Town, 
Ancient Hall,and Demcan of Mere, ſo called of rhe great Mere 
within the ſame,and the Gentlemen there moſt anciently continu- 
ing ofthe ſame name,now poſſeſſed by John Mere of Mere Eſquire, 
a Gentleman well eſteemed;Neer which is a place they call Buck- 
low,or Bucklow-hill ; but how the Hundred comes to bear name 
of that place,I have not found the reaſon;And coming from thence 
by the two Tableys, whereof one of them hath the Seat, Demean, 
and Tenements of Petey Daxiel Eſquire, a man deſervedly tor his 
good parts of great employment in his Countrey,both in Govem- 
ment and Office ; and the other Peter Leiceſter of Tabley Eſquire. 
Betwixt which two fair houſcs and demeans, ſtands the Chappell 
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in tuc 1rcer,well known in that great Road that leads into Larea- 
ſhire and Yorkſhire, * 56A 

We muſt here fetch a turn a pretty way again- Southward , 
to take view of Marthal, a large and fair Precin&t (the moſt of ir 
belongs to Arley,and of Olerton,and then we come again tothe wa- 
ter of Peever Eye,which brings us ſtraight to che two great Seigno- 
rics which it hath given names unto ofthe over and neather Pee- 
wer, Oter-Peeter being a Parochial Chappel, within the Pariſh of 
Reſthorn, hath nect unto ir that ſtately houſe and great demean, 
which hath been the continued Sear of that great name of the 
 Mainwarings,from whence there is none of the great Races of thar 
name(rhough they be many)but dodefire to derive their original. 
And well may they do ſo;tor, ſaith Mr.Cambaen, here that ancient 
notable Family of Mezilwarin, commonly Mainmaireng, is ſeated ; 
out of which Raulf marricd the daughter of Hagh Kevehlork, Earl 
of Cheſter ; as appearcth by an old Charter in the cuſtody of rhe 
row Sir Randal Mainwaring Knight,the owner of the ſame houſe ; 
and,indecd,]I have my ſelf {een that Deedaas both ir, and orher the 
like Deeds arc exemplified in the goodlieſt Pedigree, one of them, 
that I have ſecn,and fhewed me by Sir Randal, that was Father to 
this Sir Randal,who is now,as I ſaid,owner of this houſe,a Knight 
for his commendable parts,beſeeming ſuch a deſcent, 

From thence wego Weſtward again,and take with us the view 
of Toft,a fair houſe and demean,a ſear of another houſe of the Les- 
ceſters,whereof hath been a long Race of Knights and Eſquires, the 
now Inhcritor Rawlf Leiceſter Etquire, | 

From thence we go weſtward again,and take with us the view 
of Teft a fair houſe and demain, a {cat of another houſe of the Les- 
ceſters,vhereof hath been a large race of Knights and Eſquires, the 
now Inheritor Ralph Lexceſter Eſquire. And not farre from this, 
Plumletgh, a fair Lordſhip, anciently belonging to che great and 
worſhiptul houſe of Hofford: and fo ſtepping over the ſtreer-road 
again, we go by Pickmere, where Hugh Cocker Gentleman,hath 8 
houſe: and {o weare come tothe ſight of that beautifull houſe of 
Arley,that doth,as it well may ſhew it ſelf ro behojders a farre off, 
as a place worthy to be regarded, And the famous ſeat of war- 
burtons , which being come by ſuccciſion of many renowned 
Knights of great worth and eſtimation , to the now Owner Peter 
warterton of Arley Eſquirc,a Gentleman not affeQing the ſtile and 
degree of a Knight, yet one who could never avoid that Dignity, 
Authority, and worth, which everhath been deſervedly thrown 
upon him for wiſdome and government, in his greateſt places 
wherein his experience brought him to great- maturity, and his 
wiſcand ſiogular moderation preſerved him to a long experience, 
continuing 11 an excellent conſtitution of bogly;cven to a-reverend 
Age,as though Nature her ſelf were loath the world ſhould be de- 
prived of ſuch an Ornament, the People of his Government, the 
Conntrey of his Hoſpirality,the-poor of his Relicf, and thar fa- 
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mous hobfe of fuch a pillar, becauſe rhough there be ſuch a plen-

hegives credit to any old Dreams ; To the place I wiſh all good, 
_ to rhe name of Beeſtor,] could alſo wiſha continuance as the 

Caſtle ſtands being now in the poſſeſſion of an ancient Knight Sir 

Hugh Beefton, of muctireſpeR 3 bur now through want of Iflue- 
male;liketo paſle intoanother name, the Heir being now married 

ro one of the younger ſons of the honourable and often-mentioned' 
Knight and Baronet Sir Thomas Savage. 

Bcing almoſt at the head of this water, our guide hitherto, we 
will rake with us the uttcrmoſt nook of this Hundred, lying Sous 
therly upon our right hand, and thenrerurn; We come next to 
Sporſtowe,a Lordſhip,wirh the fair houſe, demean,and the ancient 
continued Race of Gentlemen, in a direc line of the ſame name, 
the owner now George Sparſtow of Spurſtow Eſquire, for the antiqui- 
ry of whoſc Anceſtors, I could mention ſome memorable argu- 
ments from the Matches of great houſes with them , and ofthem 
mpreat placcs ; as alſo from their being the firſt that bore rhe of- 
fice of High Sheriff in this County Palatine, which I have ſeen te- 
fificd in a Deed of Credit among the evidences of that houſe;bur 
though my ory and my love bind me to do all I can forthe eſti- 
ration of that houſe, yer my own poor alliance to ſome that have 


intereſt in thar blood;makes me more {paring with that Precin& : 
Jobn Alderſey Gentlemanztearmed alſo of Sparſſow; hath a fine an- 
ctent and fair demean , and the Birth-place of thar moſt worthy 
tobe honoured Alderſey of Londen,whom the Pariſh ſtands bound 
ever to remember, with praiſcs to God , for the Preachers and Mi- 
niſters greac ſtipend there zas alſo the Schoolmaſters and _ Z

che Ealt {1c of Spurſlow lies Hargh:oa,8rtherein an ancientRace and 
Scat of tlie Harghto,s, Gentlemen of good eſteem, and another of 
che Backlezs; and onthe Weſt fide, a ſtarcly houſe and great de- 
mcan of Kiddley. , rl;e poſſeſſion of that honourable deſcent of the 
Egertoss,lometime a great man of this houſe,and is now the prin- 
cipal fcat of that worchy Knight Sir Richard Egerton. , formerly 
mchtioned, and of whom tor worthy reſpe&s I could oft (till wil- 
lingly make mention. Here lay that famous Pool, a ſhallow, bur a 
broad water, hcretoſore a great Nurſe for Fiſh and Fowl : Bur of 
late years,and in our remembrance drained dry, and made more 
profitable in a goodly Meddow for Hay z And true ut is, that 
tough this Pool,though nor beginning here,as ſome Writers ſup- 
pole the head of that water of weeter 1s fetched,which afterward 
joon grows to ſogreata name 3 and upon the Northweſt fide of 
Kidley lies the Lordſhip of Pecferton, ſometimes beldoging to the 
great name of the {orLets in Shropſhire ; but now to Sir Hugh Beſtor. 
And hcrcin is a fine ancicut ſeat of one Brarch of the Calvelzes, and 
now poſleſled by my much reſpected triend Mr.,Thomas Calteley,tg 
whom I wiſh as great good,as a friend can toa friend. 

Now we ſcethe Mother Church of all theſe Townſhips , and 
many more the Churches of Bunbury, the name dcrived from that 
Biſhop that was fainted by the name of Boztface ; ( But which of 
chem,1 take not upon me to relate)ſhews, that the Church which 
was dedicated to that name;,and ſtill gives name to the Townſhip 
and whole Pariſh,is of great antiquity,the Church a fair one,and 
unto it not many years agone, was.added to rhe South-ſide of the 
Chanccl a very tine Chappel, by one of the Egertoxs, Knights of 
Ridley, which ſcrves for a burial place to the Heir of that houſe : 
And hath ſome Monuments with Inſcriptions,in Tables of Brafle, 
of fomcof that Family ;z in which Church, in the middle of the 
Chancel,is the Vaut where the Calteleyes are uſually buried under 
a fair Monument,adorned with the Arms. 

Not far from the Church , we ſee the ruines of a Colledge, 
which was there founded by that famous Hugh Caluerley, or Calu- 
{-ez,and molt fincly builr and furniſhcd for the maintenance of fixe 
Pricſts,who had thcre their beginning,and {uch cmployments, as 
the devotion of thoſe times required, which afterward was among 
othcr {uch like foundations diflolved, and turned to better uſes. 
And the ReQtory of the Pariſh being in Queen E!l:zzabeth of noble 
memory her hands,the ſame was purchaticd by that worthy Cirti- 
zen of Loadon, Thomas Alderſey Merchant-Taylor; and a Pariſhio- 
ncr,born here of thoſe Alderſayes of Spurſiow,a little before menrio- 
ned ; and the ſame by him beſtowed part amongſt his kinsfolks 
& friends,but the greateſt part founded aPreachers place of 100, 
marks per 4x#wm, to which healfo added a fine houſe, which he 
builr for that purpoſe,with a pretty parcel of Land unto it,and 209. 
l. per annum,tor an Afſiſtant to the Preacher, and ro be a Curate 


there;and likewiſe built a new fajr Free-School, and laid unto it 
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two convenient Dwellings,one tar a Scnoolimatter with 20 L,per an, 
tipend,. and one for an-Uther with 10 /; per azzun tor ever,” Ten 
pounds per aunum,to the Poor there, beſides other charitable gifts 
co thar-Pariſh: All wbich,he ſaw actually cffe&ed and performed 
many years in his lite,and fully eſtabliſhed by Ad of Parliament 
before! his death. And.I may add;thar his godly intendments hath 
been by the ſeveral perſons, enjoying thole places fince he foun- 


ded chem, with ſuch unceflant pains, laborious diligence,and great - 


learnang, - endeavoured to be tully effeted,;;as I think the Snaky 
tongue of the Fury Envy her {clt cannot bur ſpir forth the truth of 
it:..and I know there be ſome that do and ſhall blefſe God all the 
days of their life, that ever they ſaw and heard the power of the 
Miniſtry of Gods truth in that place ; and if any do complain of 
the. {mal Crop of that great Harveſt,and indefatigable pains there 
rakenzlet them impure-it to the. barrenneſle of the Soil, and wanc

In this Edge of the Forreſt ncar kcreunto ſtands a little Church 
and Town, which in Relation of. great Briamorth, and no great 
thing ir is, yet a Pariſh by it {clt: in the ſame isa fair Mere, 
likewiſe as ar great Buzlworth, from whence begins a Brook,which 
it we follow but a little way, brings us'to Darzall Graunge, once a 
famous place, as it ſhould ſeem, by rhe reſidence of ſome of the 
Earls of Cheſter, of whom Johz Scott the laſt of the ſeven famous 
Earls next after the Conqueſt dyed there : Bur afterwards made

And here we- approach again upon our old acquaintance, the 
Water of weever, whom we need tollow but a little way ere it 
brings us to that famous Seat which gave name unto; how long 
fince were a hard task to ſearch for : where have ſitten thar great 
diſccnt of the Stanleys of weever ; And now is one of the Manſion 
houſes of Thomas Stanley of Alderley or weeter Eſquire, of whom

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Very tew matters are tound to be recorded ot thus Earl; yet 
Johz Stow affirmerh him to be one ſpeciall Gentleman at the Coro- 
nation of King Arthur; and fo doth Galfri4 the Monk of Mor- 
mouth,that Curſor or Surſalemby which he alſo calls him, with ma- 
ny other Nobles, wereflain in the batte], when Arthur overcame 
Lucius the Romane Captain, 

The third Earl we find mentioned, was Leofricus , who was 4 
great Statcs-man in this Kingdom, ip the time of Canutus, the no- 
ble King of the Daniſþ Race; and by the Colleion of Hollizſhear, 
this Leofricus bare great ſway,not onely in King Caruts's time, bur 
aftcrwards was the onely man of power and greatneſle, by whoſe 
help and furthcrance, Edward the Son of Egelred,was advanced to 
the Crown and chicfcſt Dignity ; Of which Leofricus,we alſo read 

- much in the Acts and MonumentsYol.1,1:b.3.fol.215.and in Lan- 
exets Chron, Fol,195,, Part 3d, and in Polycroz, Ltb.6.Cap.22. and 
in Fabtans Chron. Part 6, Chap. 210, and in Graftons Abridgmenr 
of Chronicles ; who, in the life of Edward the Confeffor, ſpeaks fo 
much of the great power of this Leofricus,that he calls him Earl of 
Merzia,and of Cheſter ; and in one place, King of Cheſter, 

It will not be amiſſeto ſer you down the utes of Henry Bradſhaw, 
touching this Earl,becauſe therein is contained borh his own and 
william Mamsuries teſtimony of him : Alſo, from the Birth of our 
bleſſed Saviour,One thovuſand,fifty and ſeven years,exprefle inthe 
time of St, Edward, King and Confeſſour ; as william Malmstury 
bearcth witneſſe;Then Leofricus, a man of great mecknefle, was 
Earl of Cheſter, Duke of Merctans,Son of Duke Leofwin, by lincall 
deſcents : Thoſe Writers record many great charitable works of 
his,amongſt which his buildiug of St,arburgh,and St. ohn,Chur- 
ches iu Cheſter,arc not the leaſt, : 

He founded the Abbey of Coventry ; and to the Church thereof, 
at his death,they fay he lefran ineſtimable Treaſure of rich Jew- 
els,and Ornaments, | 


The Story which they recotd,of obtaining the Franchiſement for 
Coventry by the ſuit of Godwiza, I rather hold it a pretty tale,then 
that it was Xes geſta; for being ſo noble,and ſo wiſc a man,as by all 
other his doings is apparent that he was, it is not probable thar 
either he would impoſe, otthat noble Lady undergog(uch a need- 
leſle, unprofitable,and undecent task,as to ride naked through the 
—_ obtaining that Freedom, which no doubt ſuch a vertuous 
Lady might obtain from ſo Princely a Governour, without an 
actual performance of ſuch an obedience, eſpecially to be done 
by his own wife,which bad been too much to have injoyned to his 
Caprive or Enemy : To ſay nothing;that they differ in their Rela- 
tion,ſome ſaying,that this Godwize was wife to Leofricus : Others, 
that ſhe was wite to. Leoſw:ine Father of Leofricus : which Leoſwize, 
alſo,was called Duke of Mercia, and was a moſt honourable per- 
ſon of great = and authority in his time,

EF This worthy Dutchefle Godwina,being eatneſt with the Duke 
for the Freedome of this City of Coventry, the ſame was granted, 
tipon condition the wouldride naked through the City This 
cask, her love tathem,inforced her: ro undertake ; which to do, 
ſhe made choice of the day;and commanded all che Inhabitants ro 
make cloſe their doors and windows that day; & none to look our 
in any wiſc, which they did : yet as ſhe rode with no other cove- 
ring, ſave her own goodly hair, ſpreading over het naked body , 
che horſe ſhe rode upon chanced to neigh: ar the heating of which 
noiſe, one man (unmannerly Lour that he was) flipped down 4

a Prince of wales,and of grear vicorics, that rhey together archic- 


ved againſt the. Duke of Merc:a,and others : Of him you may read . 


in David Powel his Hiſtory of Cambria, about Pages h1, 97,and 9g. 
and in other Chronicles. | 
As for rhe uncertain Reports of one Joas(mentioned in a Chro- 
nicle made by a Schoolmaiter of St. Albans)or,one Othonel, whom 
others report to have been an Earl of Cheftey before the Conqueſt : 
neither is there agreements in the times, when they ſhould be 
Earls, nor in any circumſtance of trath; to induce us to believe 
the ſame. AndI ſee not how I cangive beter ſatisfaQtion here- 
in, then referring my Reader to the words of that judicious and 
learned Gentleman Sir Jobx Ferz,in his Second Part of Lacies No- 
bility, which becauſe it ſerves as well to ſhew what may beſt be 
thought moſt probable touching the condition of theſe Earls, ſup-

Thoſe Schyres,or Portions, were called likewiſe by ſeveral names; 
and of them there were divers under the Gover:ment of Jobs 
Earl; or Duke, who holding the ſame Countrics in his obedience, 
as Vice-Roy, or Deputy to. his. Sovcraign, did likewiſe appoint 
over every Shire,or particular:Province,a Deputed Governour, or 
Licutenant,calling him a Sherreeve,or Alderman ; which Office,

This Hugh Lupus lived in great honour and renown all the days 
of william the Conquerour,his Uncle ; and of Filiem Rufw his (e- 
cond 
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cond Son , and fome ycars of Hezry the firſt,the third Son ; for he 
dyed not till the year 1102, which was about the third year of the 
Raign ofthe ſajd Heyry the firſt; He performed grear ſervices for 
che Conquerour all the tichc of his Raign,being itaployed both ar 
home and abroad; and in Refus time, he was fſentto ſubdue Az- 
gleſey,and to ſuppreſle the high and haughty ſtomacks of thewelch- 
men,which he did with gtcar valour : He altered part of the Foun- 


dation of St. rerbirgh Church in _— about Anno 1093, and

rutned the ſame into an Abbey,as ſhall be touched elſe-where.

"His noblc Earl Hughgleft his Son and Heir Richard, then an 
Infant of ſeven years of age, entituled then to his Earldome 
_* of Cheſter,and marricd ro Matilda, Daughter ro Stephen Earl 
of Blois,as Bradſhaw colle&eth, and therein moſt of the Hiſtories, do 
agree. And tiis Matilda was Neeceto King Henry the firſt ; by 
reaſon whereof, the ſaid King took into his tuirion and cuſtody 
the {aid young Earl : From whence, they ſay, this of a Cuſtome 
grew to be a Law,that,young Heirs in their Nonage, became Pu- 
pils, or Wards untothe King : a very tender carc had this Kin 
over this Princely Child, and brought him up in the company 0 
his own children,with whom he ſent him intoNormazdy,and with 
them there provided the moſt Princely and beſt education for 
them ; inſomuch,as growing towards mans cſtatc,he ſhewed forth 
all rowardlineſle and reſemblance of his noble Farher, and gave 
ſingular hopes of his vertuous and valorous diſpoſitionzif God had 
lenc him lite : but it fell out fo, thar King Hezry having had great 
and good ſuccefle in his Wars in Fraxce, and diſpatched his af- 
fairs thereto his great cantentment,came home intoE-gland to (0- 
Jace bimſelf ; and for the furtherance of his joy and rejoycing, he 
{ent into Normazdy for his children, wil;am Duke of Nermazgy, 
and Robert his Brotherand cHary their Siſter,Counteſle of Pearch; 
together with this noble young Earl Richard, and Matilda his wife, 
and Otzewel bus Brother, whoaltogether, accompanied with the 
Arch-Deacon of Hereford,and wit many honourable and worthy 
Atrendents, took ſhip at Harflew , where it pleaſed God , their | 
journey being intended for as much mirth and jollity, as could be 
imagined, to turn the ſame into as lamentable a Tragedy, as can 
almoſt be read of in any age : For little heed or care being taken 
in the carriage of their Marriners and Saylors,who were to guide 
the ſhip;but,as in ſuch caſes it oft falls out, every one left to their 
own diſtemperthey fell co ſuch difordcr, avd made'themſclves fo 
drunk, - thax nay into the Sea,- they ſplit che ſhip upon a Rock, 
and ſo caſt away all this Princely Company z not one of them 
eſcaping,nor one perſon in the ſhip, being to the number of 120, 
or,as ſome have it, 160; except one Butcher, that catching hold 
upon a broken Maſt,ſwam unto the Land : this happened in Arzo,

And thus periſhed this hopefull young Earl R:chard, and his 
Brother Ottewel,8 having then let his Brother Robert,who was en- 
tred into Orders,and made Abbot of St, Edmondsbury, as was ſaid, 
was by that means become uncapable of this Princely Earldome :

Richard,was advanced now to chis great Earldome,being the third 
Earl after the Conqueſt ; and it is worthy to be memorably recor- 
ded,that the noble Earl did fo highly eſteem this honour of his 
riſing to this Dignity,thar he did relinquiſh rhe Coat-Armour of his 
own Farther, Jo Earl of Cumberland, and did aflume the three 
 Wheat-ſheaves,Or, in a Ficld-Azure : By occaſion of which ex- 
change of his (oat-Armour, ſome Writers have erroneouſly colle-

the Bearer in all his affairs;' the Wheat-ſhcaves be properly git- 
ven in Gold ; and as the colour repreſentcth Gold, the chictcſt of

like as it fell out in our former deſctiption, that I tell » 
on the City in the proper place according to the Scituation, 1o 
in the order of time I may now fall upon that Government of - the 
chief part of this famous County Palatine, as did moſt immedi- 
ately {ucceed in the Rule thereof ; and alſo of this the noble and 
famous Seat of the forementioned princely perſons, and moſt ho- 
nourable Eatls, who here ſettled ſuch a firm and ſubſtantiall Go- 
vernment, as for the antiquity, order, and ſeemly port thereof, 
gives place to few Cities Elſewhere ; . And ſure I am; it fat cx- 
cceds many of thoſe that make great boaſt of their dignity. 

For an'Introdafion to that Government that ſucceeded. here 
after the time of thoſe ſeven famous Earts, it will not be amiſſe 
to turn a little back to fpeak of that great Office, that which we 
touched before, that was Conſtable of Cheſter, who had great 
power and authority in Juriſdi&ion thereof; for as the Kizg our 
Corn n Commander over the whole Kingdom had one princi- 
pall Officer under him, who was called Conſtable of England; fo 
the Earl who had his Jura Regalza, as it were within the precinct, 
had alſo a Conſtable underhim, who was an Officer of great ac- 
compr, and therefore ſome detive the word from two Engliſh 
words, Corning or Cing, and Staple, which together do fignific rhe 
Kings ſtay, or the K12gs ſfirength, becauſe this Officer had alwaies 
the chict penis of the K:ngs Forces and Martiall affairs both ar 

home and abroad, 

And here for the honovi of our Countrey, let me a little farther 
upon this fir opportuniry,proceed in rehearſall of rhat famous ſuc- 
cefſion and deſcent of thoſe that were Conſtables of Cheſter from 
che firſt making it a cams; vg by wil;am the Conquerour:

ble pains he took for the. maintaining of all the Rights and pro- 
fics of chis City, fo did he contipually labour to _reQifie the an- 
cient Records and Monuments, and to find. out ſuch proofs as he 
could by any means attain unto, for the true relation of the Go- 
vernment and Governours of the ſame, as by ſome Notes of his, 
wiich for the better reporting of theſe things, have been afforded

dlc ingonly to cute my plain intendment, to give all the luſtre

We ſay nothing of all che reports which-are made of the pri- 
viledges and Cuſtoms which, this City had. in the Brittar»s and 
Saxoxs time befgre and after the ſame was held for the ptincipall 
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rctidence for the Dukes of Mercia, wherein chough much mighe 
be produced out of the uncercain reports of old and late Vritcrs 
for the proving of great authoriry-and poweraſcribed ro ſeverall 
Governours in this City, yet I had rather contenr my ſelf with 
chat which hath been without controvertie truly: colle(ted of tlic 
ſame marrers ſince the Conqueſt. > 

Ir appears forinerly, that the Jutiſdition hete was ſo abſolute- 
ly granted by the {aid Conquerour to his Kinfinan- Hagh LZupr:, 
and ſo deſcended tothe Heirs and Succeflours of : the ſaid Earl; 
that the Charters made and granted from them, are of the ſame 
repute fot that time,asthe othet Grants have been fince. And 
therefore their firſt Confirmations of the former Libertics and 
priviledges which the Ciry had/enjoyed in former times, proves 
not oncly.their own endowments beſtowed rhen upon ir, but the 
honourable condition of the City before theit dayes; 

We find, that befote the ſaid Ciry had ups ter, they uſed 
by Preſcription divers Liberties, and enjoyed a Gwild AMertatory, 
that is; Brother-hogd of Merchants, and that whoſocver was 
not admitred of that Society, he could not ufeany Ttade, of Trat- 
fick within.the Ciry, nor be a Tradeſ-man therein, And the Tc- 
nour of this Guild Mexcatory did ever run-in theſe words, Scat - 
batters wſs fuerint ;, and was after confirmed under the Earls Seal.

Auguſt, 4zzo 1617, Our City was graced with the Royall 
preſence of our Soveraign King James, who being attended with 
many honourable Earls, reverend Biſhops, and worthy Knights, 
and Courtiers, beſides all the Gentry of the $hirc, rode in tate 
through the City the 23 of Auguſt, being mer with the Sheriffs, 
Peers, and Common-Councell of the City, every one with his 
toot-cloth wcll mounted on horſeback. All -the Train Souldicrs 
of the City ſtanding in order without the Eaſt-gate, and every 
Company with their Enſigns in ſeemly fort,did keep their ſeveral 
ſtations on both fides of the Eaſt-Gare ſtreer, The Maiorand all 
the Aldermen took their places on a Scaffold, railed and hing 
abour'wirh green : And there, in moſt grave and feemly manner, 
they attended the coming of his Aajeſtze. Ar which timezafrer a 
Learned Speech delivered by the Recorder, the Maror preſented 
ro the King a fair ſtanding Cup, with a cover, double gilt, and 
therein an hutindred Facotzz5 of gold; and likewiſe the Maror de- 
livered the Cities Sword to the King, who gave it to the Mator 
again, And the ſame was born betore the King by the Maror, 
being on horſeback. And the Sword of Eſtate was born by the 
Right Honourable wi/l;am Earl of Derty, chict Chamberlain of 
the County Palatine of Cheſter. 

The King rode fir{tto the Minſter; where he alighted from. his 
horſe, and in the Weſt Ile of the Mzxſter he heard an Oration de- 
livercd in Latine by a Scholler of the Free-School z after the ſaid 
Oration he went into the Quire ; And there in a Sear, made for 
the King in the higher end of the Quire, he heard an Antheme 
ſung : And after certain Prayers, the King went 'from thence - to 
the Pentice, where a ſumpruous Banquet was prepared at the 
Cities coſt z which bcing ended, the King departed to the Yale- 
Royall ; And at his departure the order of Knighthood was offcred 
to Mr, Mator, but he refuſed the ſame.

Kirke Patrick of Peel, becauſe within 
the Caſtle of the Peel, and dedicatcd to St, Patrick,Sir Thomas Har- 
7iſou Miniſter, Kirk, Germare, to thet Saint,being the firſt Biſhop 
here, alſo within the ſaid Caſtle, Sir w::am Coſherham Miniſter, 
Kirk, Michael to St. Michael the Archangell, Sir Hugh Cannell,Mi- 
niſter, aſſiſtant to Biſhop Phlzps in tranſlating of the Bible. Saint 
Mary of Ballaugh, fo called, becauſe dedicated ro St. Mary: Bal- 
laugh ftignifies in Mazxks, Mire-town, becaule it is fituared in a 
place, that formerly was a bog, Mr. Robert Parr, Parſon, to whom 
I was beholden for fome derivation of places. Krk-Patrick of 
Farby ; this Church was dedicated to Sr, Patrick ; and ro diſtin- 
Suith it from K#rk-Patrick of Peel, it 1s called St. Patrick of Jurby ; 
and Jwrby is the name of that Land, whereon it is ereRed, Sir 
wilkam Crow Miniſter, Kirk- Andrew, becauſe dedicated to S.A#n- 
drew, Six John Huddleſione the preſent Curate. This Parſonage 
belong'd alwaies to the Archdeacon. K#rk Bride,becauſe dedica- 
red to St, Bridget, who received the Vail of Virginity of $t, Pa- 
trick, or from ſome of his diſciples, when ſhe was not full 14, 

years of age; a Virgin highly remarked in her time for ſanQity;z 
and born 1n the Province of Xlfer, and Abbeflſe of a Cell within 
the City of K:lldare, Mr, Jobz Harriſoz, Parſon. | Kirk-Chriſt le 
Ayre, called le Ayre5 to diſtinguiſh it from Kirk Chriſt- Ruſhen,and 
becauſe it 15 placed in a ſharp Ayr; Sir Edward Crow, Mini- 
ſter. -. 

There have been three Monaſteries in this Ifle, the chiefeſt of 
which was the Priory of Ruſber, which ſprang our of that of Fur. 
zefte in Lancaſhire , tounded 1134, by King Olausthe firſt of that 
vame, who endowed it with conſiderable Rents and Liberties ; 
the Fabrick of which by the ruines thereof, appeareth to | have 
been none of the meaneſt ; and which was the Sepulture of their 
Kings... There was alſo the Priory of Douglas, and a houle of the 
Friers-minors at Brinnaken. 

Now that Epiſcopacy, with the Ecclefiafticall Juriſdi&ion 
accompanying the ſame, is put down in Erglazd, the ſame is alſo 
by their example laid here afide ; and the Biſhops Lands and Ju- 
riſdictions are thereupon devolved ro the Lord of the Ifle ; who 
for the better encouragement and ſupport of the Miniſters of the 
Goſpel, and for the promoting of Learning, hath conterr'd all 
this revenue upon the Miniſters ; as alſo for the maintaining of 
Free-Schooles i. e. at Caſtletows, Peel, Douglas, and Ramſey z- and

His Ifland (as before is ſaid) being firſt of all inhabited by 

the ancient Scots z that is ro ſay, by the [r:ſh or Highlanders 

of Scotland z fo doubrleſle had they Governovrs of their own 
Nation, of whom 1 find mention to be made onely of Two, 

Firſt of one Mananarn Mac Bar a Pagan and Necromazcer, who 
by raiſing of ftorms and miſts, is ſaid to ſecure himſelf in that Go- 
vernment from forrain invaſion z or rather by rhe natural ſitua- 
tion of the place, ſubje& to ſtorms and miſts; who rook of the 
people no other acknowledgment for their land, but the bearing 
of Ruſhes to certain places call'd warefield, and Mame, on Mid- 
{ummer even. . | 

The other was named Bzyle, of whom beſides his name, I find 
nothing recorded, - 

This Ifland hath alſo ſometime belong'd to Brittain, It is not 
extant in any Hiſtory that I have met with, that this Iſland was 
ever under the Juriſdi&ion of the Romans; for by Mona in Ceſar 
and Tacitus, 15 to be underſtood Angleſey z but that it was under 
the awe (whichzas their tame,was diffuſed every where) of their 
Empire, no queſtion is to be made; eſpecially ſince ir lay even 
within the proſpect of Br:ttain ; yet by the #rns there found, the

in this Iſland, I cauſed one of tiioſe round hills (which in the -- 
Plains of wiltſhire are very frequent, and by the Inhabitants term.

Danes or Norwegians, and others of that Northern tra invading 
and poſſeſſing Brittain) to be opened ; in which were found 14. 
rotten Urns, or carthen pots, placed with their mouths down- 
wards z and one more neatly then the reſt in a bed of fine white 
ſand, containing nothing but a few brittle bones, (as having paſs'd 
the fire) noaſhes left diſcernable; hereabours are divers of theſe 
Hills ro be {cen ; but in other partsof the Iſle, few and diſpecrſed- 
ly ; ſome of theſe being environ'd with great ſtones pitched end- 
wayes in the earth; Tuis Countrey was poſicſled (as preſently 
will appear) by the « Norwegrazs ; whoſe rite of Buria'l was in 
ancieat time (as all the Norchern people in that Trac, if eminent 
perſons) to burn the bodies of their dead ; and to preſerve with 
in the earth in veſſels of glaſle, earth or ſtone their aſhes; and, 
t..is was introduc'd or eftabliſh'd by a Law, by Othizus their King, - 
and continued among” them and tie Swedes longer then with the 
reſt ; as Olaus wormins, publique Profeflor of Phyſick in the Uni- 
verhey of _. 1. q"-in his Learned Danzſh Antiquities hath 
well in orm'd me; by the teſtimony of good Authors, and Ex pe- 
rience it ſelt 3 waoſe Diſcourſe giveth better light (writing but 
of his own Countrey) tothe knowledge of divers ancient Monu- 
ments among us, then dorh appear from our own Hiſtorians, 
evincing not onely vulgar errours of this kind ; but the Judicious 
will be hereby the berrer able to difference Roman Antiquities 
from $Saxoy, and the like z wherein without much conſiderati- 
on, it is eafic to miſtake z as among us by common experience we 
find, Bur pardon this ſomewhat ot. digreſſion.
